KIOTO,  Nov.  10.  —  For  the  flmt 
tima  lif  hlHtory  the  people  of  Japan  and 
the  representatives  of  the  people  of 
tf'urelvn  lands  wer*  present  today  at  the 
coronation  of  a  Jdikadu,  when  Yoshi- 
Jiltu,  aon  of  MutBuhlto,  acceded  to  the 
tbrona  of  Nippon. 
'  The  story  of  this  epochal  event  is  the 
blstory  of  old  Japan  epitomised.  It  i« 
^ha  atory  of  the  Japanese  deities  of 
Heaven  and  E:artb,  of  the  veneration  of 
the  imperial  ancestral  cods  and  of  the 


formal  accession  to  sanctity  of  the 
monarch  of  today — Yoshlhlto — direct 
descendant  of  the  Immortal  Jlmmu,  th« 
0rat  emperor  and  founder  of  the  Em- 
pire and  descendant  also,  according  to 
tradition,  of  the  Bun  Goddess  and  im- 
perial grand  ancestress,  Amaterasu 
Omlkaml,  who  dwelt  in  the  heavenly 
reffloits  in  prehistoric  ages. 

The  essenc'e  of  the  accession  cere- 
tnony  centred  about  the  Kaehlkodokoro, 
or  Sacred  Mirror,  which  represents  the 
•pirit  of  the  Bun  Goddess  Amaterasu. 
This  divine  mirror,  suppoMed  to  be  of 
bronie,  though  no  mortal  eyes  have 
|t*ZGd  upon  It,  together  with  the  sacred 
comma-shaped  jewel  necklace  and  the 
Mcred  aword,  are  known  as  the  Im- 
perial Treasures  and  symbolize  the 
Vlmpurial  power.  The  ceremony  of  this 
morning  was  a  ritual  service  of  an- 
cestor worahip  and  was  held  In  a 
apecially  erected  hall  In  the  palaca 
grounds  known  a«  the  Bhunkodrn  Hall, 
where  was  enshrined  tho  sacre<l  mirror 
brought  from  To'do^ 

#«pMi'a  TnuMltioa 
The  drawing  of  the  veil  of  seclusion 
and  the  admission  of  foreigners  and  of 
the  people  of  Japan  to  the  holy  service 
of  accession  was  tho  visual  evidence  of 
Japan's  transition  from  the  early 
years,  when  the  Kmperor  stood  apart 
In  stivere  teparatlsn  from  the  world,  to 
a  time  when,  without  abandoning  his 
hcavenly-glven  sanctity,  he  consented 
to  emerge  from  his  historic  Isolation. 
In  tho  olden  days  tho  people  were  not 
present.  Vaguoly  they  heard  that  tho 
monarch  had  acceded  to  hla  throne,  but 
they  had  no  prerogative  in  the  mattnr. 
Today  they  were  nrtually  Invited  to 
the  ceremonies.  Their  representatives 
In  Parliament  were  there  grouped  about 
the  Imperial  throne,  symbolising  the  new 
Japan. 

The  Shunkoden  was  of  plain,  un- 
varntsh^f  wood  and  consisted  of  an 
outer  hall.  Inner  hall  and  shrine.  It 
was  simply  decorated.  Indeed,  simpli- 
city dominates  tho  coronation  cere- 
tnonles.  The  decorations  were  those  of 
ehlntotsm,  the  religion  adopted  by  the 
court,  whtch  Is  more  pronouncedly  a 
verlcR  of  rites  than  a  religion  pure  and 
filmpl^.  Beside  the  main  hall  were  built 
other  halls  and  annexes  for  the  aci^om- 
modatlon  of  the  people  participating  In 
•nd   witnessing   the  ceremonies. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  two  gates 
"kenrel-mon"  and  "kenshun-mon" — 
respectively  facing  south  and  /  east — 
•were  opened  for  the  reception  of  those 
miowed  to  attend  the  grand  ceremony. 
iTho  guards  about  the  gates  were  ex- 
clusively those  In  the  service  of'  the 
(Imperial  household.  Then  arrived  the 
CUesta— distinguished  officials,  civil  Ind 
military,  nobles,  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  the 
House  of  Peers,  the  diplomatic  corpa 
•nd  oth«r  dignitaries,  accompanied  by 
their  wlyes,  all  In  full  dress  or  uni- 
form. The  foreign  women  Wore  the 
ceremonial  robes  of  the  European 
courts   with    trains. 

feubaequently  the  princes  and  prln- 
Aeases  of  the  blood  and  other  members 
,Of  the  Imperial  house  entered  the  Olyo- 
den  Hall  nearby  and  there  awaited  the 
arrival  of  the  Emperor.  Shortly  after- 
ward  the  Kmperor  made  his  entry, 
•fter  •  brief  rest  His  Majesty  changed- 
4ils  dress,  donning  the  ceremonial  Bhinto 
costume,  (find  cleansed  his  hands  with 
Mcred  water.  Meanwhile  the  princes 
«rid  prlnoesnea  of  the  blood,  househoM 
ilnlnlater,  lord  keepor  of  the  privy  seal, 
•lord  chamberlain,  chief  coronation  com- 
missioner, grand  master  ot,.«eremonIes. 
chamberlains,  maids  of  honor  and  other 
court  dignlurics  changed  their  costumes 
Wo  the  ancient  ceremonial  court  robes. 
OoflWMMoa  Oaremoay 
The  playing  of  the  prescribed  kagura, 
•r  Shinto  maslc,  and  a  period  of 
•Hence  prece«led  the  stately  entry  of  the 
emperor  and  his  aulte  Into  the  main 
hall.  The  grand  master  of  ceremonies, 
the  minister  of  tha  household  and  two 
chamberlains  preceded  Ills  Majesty,  and 
each  chamberlain  bore  a  anored  object, 
one  the  sword  and  the  other  the  comma- 
ahat>cd  Jewel  necklace.  Following  the 
Kmp«rur  were  the  lord  chamberlain, 
chamberlains,  chief  aide-de-camp.  aldes< 
da-camp  and  at  a  abort  dlaUnce  the 
princes  of  the  blood.  Count  Okuma,  the 
prims  Minister,  the  lord  keeper  of  the 
p^Jvy  seal  and  the  chief  coronation  com- 
tn!«sloner. 

.\)t  rose  as  His  Majesty  enlaiad  and 
bowed  low  as  he  slowly  made  his  way 
towards  the  sanctuary.  with  steady 
nods  to  rfgbt  and  left  tbe  Kmperor 
aoknowl«dvc4  the  resp««t^l|  greetings 
•f  the  court,  bis  people  and  tbe  envoys 
from    foreign    landa. 

The  Rmperor  was  a  stHltlng  vision 
In  a  pure  mllk-whlta  robe  of  gloaa  silk. 
Tbe  color  while  ls_  always  worn  In 
fritual  servicea,  balag  symbolic  of  purity 
'  and  sanctity.  All  the  garments,  outer 
I  and  Inner,  were  while.  In  Mn  nrdance 
wUb  tbe  ancient  court  refulaUoas  aad 


the  shoes  were  of  tile  same  hue.  The 
robe  which  was  encircled  a-ith  a  belt 
of  pure  white  was  In  thd  form  of  a 
kimono  and  hung  loosely  below  the  knee 
with  two  flaps  at  the  bottom  Just 
touching  tho  floor.  The  aleeves  hung 
free  and  were  about  two  feet  In  length. 
The  outer  garment  was  closed  by  being 
folded  over  from  the  left  to  the  right 
and  was  fastened  with  a  largo  silk  cord 
at  the  collar.  On  his  head  the  Km- 
peror wore  a  silk  coronet  of  imperial 
shape,  which  was  fastened  under  the 
chin   with   bands   of   silk. 

The  Emperor,  accompanied  by  the 
chamberlains  holding  the  sacred  sword 
and  Jewel,  seated  hinwelf  on  a  dale  at 
the  Inner  side  of  the  hall.  TJie  sacred 
sword  and  Jewel  were  placed  on  stands 
.beside  him.  The  divine  mirror  had 
been  previously  enshrined  in  the 
sanctuary,  w.hlch  was  decorated  with 
bamboo  blind*,  silk  portieres  and  silk 
eurtalns.

and  maids  Of  honor  standing  behind  the 
members  of  the  Imperial  family.  The 
chief  aide-de-camp  and  nides-dc-camp, 
who  were  In  full  military  dress,  stood" 
nearby.  Thus  was  set  this  historic  pic- 
ture of  old  Japnn  In  a  marvel  of 
costume  and  maize  of  color.

After  a  brief  Interval,  the  Emperor 
rose  and  facing  the  Imperial  sanctuary 
read  an  address  before-  the  Kashikodoro, 
announcing  hla  coronation  as  the  122nd 
ruler  of  the  Jai>anese  Empire  and  Its 
dependencies  and  his  acquisition  of  the 
Sacr  d  Treasures.  Then  he  murmured 
a  prayer,  beaeeching  the  protection  of 
his  Empire  by  the  imperial  ancestors. 
The  prayer  conc1u<led,  tho  Emperor 
took  the  sacred  bell  held  by  a  chamber- 
lain and  rang  It  before  tbo  sanctuary, 
according  to  Shinto  ritual.  When  the 
Kmperor  had  resumed  his  place  on  the 
dais,  the  Crown  Prince,  princes  and 
princesses  of  the  Wood  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Imperial  family  made  their 
obeisance    before      the     sanctuary. 

The  ceremony  itself  was  very  simple 
and  brief,  but  was  Impressive  and  was 
august.  Subsequently  the  Emperor, 
followed  by  his  retinue,  retired  from  the 
place  of  ceremony  amid  the  bows  of  all 
present. 

The  ministers  of  state,  members  of 
the  Diet,  nobles  and  other  dignitaries 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  pay  their 
respects  before    the   Imperial   sanctuary. 

The  ceremony  having  been  concluded, 
the  offerings  were  removed  from  the 
altar  by  the  ritualists  and  the  doors  of 
the  sanctuary  were  closed  while  the 
kagura  music  was  again  played.  Then 
to  the  sound  of  the  sacred  gongs  and 
drums  all  the  spectators  retired.

"At  certain  points  terrlfled  crowns 
of  people  line<l  the  l>ank  opposite  the 
Koumanlan  shore  praying  to  l>c  aaved. 
The  vtllagea  were  burned  and  the  biases 
lighted  the  whole  frontier  by  nigbt."

BERLIN,  Nov.  9. — Capture  by  the 
Germans  of  the  main  Serbian  positions 
south  of  Kralicvo  was  announced  today 
by  German  urniy  headquarters: 

"In  the  Capture  of  Krusevac  by  the 
Germans,  7,000  Kerblnna  were  made 
prisoners. 

"Fifty  cannon,  Including  ten  heavy 
pieces,  also  were  taken  at  Krusevac. 
South  of  this  city  the  advance  of  the 
Germans  is  continuing,  and  Gyunls 
heights,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mora- 
va,    have    been   stormed. 

"The  Bulgarian  army  of  General  Boy- 
adjieff  has  reached  the  Mornva  at  a 
point  northwest  of  Alekzlnac,  about 
twenty  miles  northwest  of  Nlsh.  Ad- 
vancing to  the  west  and  southwest  of 
Nish.  the  Bulgarians  liave  occupied 
Leskuvac.  on  the  main  railroad,  about 
2S  miles  below  NIah."

SOFIA,  Nov.  7,  via  London,  Nov.  10. 
— (Delayed  in  transmission). — The 
statement  Issued  today  at  the  Bulgarian 
War  Office  was  as  follows:  "Our  troops, 
continuing  the  pursuit  of  the  defeated 
Serbian  army,  have  reached  the  Morava 
River  and  are  preparing  to  cross  to  the 
west   banl<. 

"Aleksinac,    Lasotlnce.      Iltowac      and  i 
Tetowo    have    been      occupied.

"The  booty  captured  at  Nlsh  consisted 
of  forty-two  guns,  thousands  of  rifles, 
much  ammunition,  700  railway  cars  and 
many  automobiles.  The  retreating  Ser- 
bians abandoned  numerous  guns,  ma- 
chine guns  and  rifles,  which  have  not 
been  counted.

VIKNNA,  Nov.  9.— The  War  Office  to- 
day  reported: 

"Southeastern  war  theatre — On  the 
Montenegrin  frontier  the  situation  Is 
unchanged.  One  group  of  the  Austro- 
Hungarlan  troops  flghtlng  In  Serbia  has  t 
occupied  IvanJIca.  and  another  group  { 
has  ejected  the  enemy  from  height 
positions  on  the  road  from  IvanJIca  to 
Krallevo.  The  German  forces  have  dis- 
lodged the  enemy  from  entrenchments 
south  of  Krallevo. 

"South  of  Trestnick  our  battalions 
are  engaged  In  battle.  On  the  sector  of 
Krallevo  a  German  division  Is  advanc- 
ing southward.  The  Bulgarians  have 
captured  Leskdyac."

tinent— if  all  this  haa  gone  for  naught 
but  to  construct  a  byway  to  carry  such 
of  Canada's  .^rain,  as  the  Hill  roads, 
running  south  into  the  United  States 
and  through  the  Republic,  leave  In  the 
discard,  then  Canada  would  have  to  ad- 
mit that  her  attempt  to  take  care  of 
and  handle  her  own  business  has  been 
a   colossal   failure. 

"Think  what  a  row  would  be  created 
in  that  same  United  States  of  America 
were  a  proposal  brought  before  the 
White  House  to  market  American  prod- 
ucts by  way  of  Canadian  rallwa.vs  or 
alonjT  a  Mexican  route,  and  yet  the  com- 
parison iH  not  very  much  a  far  stretched 
one.

It  Is  a  time 
fOr  our  Government  to  prove  that*^all 
those  proud  boasts  of  th«j  past  about 
Canada  being  able  to  paddTe  her  own 
canoe  were  not  merely  empty  Jingo 
trumped  up  for  political  purposes  to 
catch  the  passing  vote.  The  Govern- 
ment, in  taking  a  national  and  patriotic 
stand,  has  all  the  practical  argument 
In  Its  favor  as  well.  Here  are  some 
simple  figures  showing  the  head-of-the- 
liikes  capacity  for  candtlng  a-heat  com- 
pared with  yea,rs  gone  by. 

"The  figures  show  the  capacity  for 
taking  care  of  tough  grain  in  a  twenty- 
four  hour  day.

LONDON,  Nov.  9.— Every  day.  every 
hour,  adds  to  the  peril  of  the  Serbian 
armies  which,  arc  fighting  desperately 
to  hold  back  the  Austro-Germans,  press- 
ing them  from  he  north,  and  the  Bu!- 
garlans,  invading  their  country'  from  tht 
east,  until  tire  assistance  of  the  AUles 
can  reach  them.'.   ■  -  '  ■ 

The  Bulgarlians  have  extended  their 
grip  on  the  BeIgrade-8alonlca  railroad 
north  and  south  of  Nlsh,  and  h.'wo  oc- 
cupied Leskovac,  south  of  the  captured 
capital,  and  Aleksinac  to  the  north.  At 
the  latter  point  they  are  in  close  touch 
with  the  German  army,  which,  after 
occupying  Krusevac,  extended  its  left 
wing  aa  far  as  Ojunis,  on  tho  left  banK 
of   the  Bulgar   Morava. 

The  Austro-Germans  advancing  south- 
ward are  making  progress,  except  in 
the  west,  where  they  are  being  hitid 
by  the  Montenegrins.  The  invading 
forces  are  now  reaching  the  most  diffi- 
cult part  of  Serbia,  the  mountainous 
region,  where  the  natives,  knowing  every 
hill  and  gully,  can  offer  the  strongest 
resistance.  The  Austri%na  and  Ger- 
mans, however,  are  plentifully  supplied 
with  mountain  guns,  with  which  they 
expect  to  drive  the  defenders  from  their 
fastnessei^. 

In  the  south  the  ever  •  growing 
strength  of  the  FYi^ch  and  British 
forces  Is  beginning  ta  tell.  They  are 
carrying  on  sn  energetic  offensive 
against  the  Bulgarians;  have  managed 
to  keep  the  railway  clear  as  far  as 
Veles,  end  are  barring  the  Bulgars* 
march  to  Monastir. 

While  it  will  be  some  time  beftxre 
the  Germans  can  sufficiently  repair  tba 
northern  end  of  the  railway  for  the 
transporting  of  troops  and  munitions, 
tiieir  successes  have  enabled  them  to 
a^nd  supplies  to  the  Btilgarlana  and 
Turks  by  tbe  Danube  as  far  as  Niko- 
polis,  from  which  point  they  can  l>« 
sent  by  rail  to  Mofla  and  Conetantlnopla.

The  weather  tonight  is  calm  and 
cloudy.  The  weather  has  been  calm 
over  the  Great  Lakes,  and  the  toll  of 
yesterday's  storm  has  been  reckonca 
up.  Considerable  damage  was  done  to 
locks  at  the  Sault.

"I  have  to  Inform  you  that  the  Gov- 
crnmeiit  of  India  has  prohibited  the  ln>- 
portatlon  into  British  India  of  anycopt 
of  the  pamphlet  entitled,  "Angan  dl 
Ouwhai."  published  by  YuganUir  Ach- 
rum,  San  Francisco,  whatever  may  be 
the  language  In  which  the  pamphlet  re- 
I'orred  to  may  be  printed. 

"Under  these  olrcumstancj>».  It  will  b* 
necessary  for  this  office  to  decline  to 
accirpt  for  mulling  to  British  India 
uopies  of  the  pamphlet  referred  to." 

Bryan'K  twok.  an  arraignment  of  thw 
British  Government  of  India.

Minister  of  Bdaeatton.  whose 
name  has  t>aen  introduced  Into  the  pro- 
ceedings aa  havlnc  rooelved  a  gift  of 
1 103,000  worth  of  sharea  from  the 
syndicate  originally  reaponalbla  for 
the  Company's  organlxation,  atated 
that  he  had  received  no  partlculara  of 
the  plaintiffs'  claim  against  his  tllant. 
He  felt  that  be  was  entitled  to  tfiia  In- 
formation, and  to  tha  right  of  exam- 
ination for  dlacovery. 

Mr.  Juatlce  Clamenta  upheld  thla 
contention  ^n.1  instructed  Mr.  W.  J. 
Taylor.  K.  C,  appearing  for  the  plain- 
tiffs, to  give  Mr.  Miller  the  facta  with 
reference  to  Dr.  Young  s  concern  In  the 
case.  Tho  latter  then  would  be  in  a 
position  to  offer  his  defence.  If  it  was 
necessary  another  trial  could  take 
place. 

The  circumstances  leading  up  to  this 
procedure  have  been  given  in  accounts 
of  the  trial,  which  opened  several 
weeks  ago  and  was  adjourned  owing  to 
the  Intervention  of  the  Nanaimo  As- 
sizes and  the  British  Columbia  Court 
of  Appeal,  both  of  which  required  t\)e 
attendance  of  counsel  retained  by  the 
plaintiffs  and  tlie  various  groups  of  de- 
fendants.

Yser,  Formerly  Dacia,  Used  to 
Test  Validity  of  New  Regis- 
try, Is  Sunk  by  Submarine 
Off  Tunis  Coast. 


PARIS,  Nov.  9. — The  French  ateam- 
ahip  Tser,  formerly  known  aa  the  Dacia, 
which  wa«  seised  by  a  Krenq)i  cruiser 
last  February  while  carrying  a  cargo  of 
cotton  from  tha  United  Stataa  to  Ger- 
many, has  been  torpedoed  and  sunk  off 
tb*  coaat  of  TunJa  by  a  German  sub- 
marine. 

The  newa  waa  contained  In  the  fol- 
lowing ofllclal  announcement  made 
publlo  here   today. 

"The  French  atesmshlp'  Yser,  former- 
ly the  Daoia,  eenained  after  her  sale. by 
the  prUe  court,  was  torpedoed  while 
conveying  to  BUerta  jtha  passengers 
aavod  from  the  Italian  steamship  Ifillsa 
Franeaaca.  The  entire  crew  and  pas- 
■cngara  were  landed."

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  ».— The  Dacia 
aalled  from  the  United  SUtes  for  Rot- 
terdam as  a  test  ship  to  determine  the 
attitude  of  Oreat  Britain  toward 
changes  of  registry  after  the  outbreak 
of  bosUUtlea. 

Franoe,  after  seizing  her,  announced 
that  ahe  never  had  recognized  changes 
of  flag  during  time  of  war.  ^  The  Ameri- 
can Govtrnment.  however,  took  th«  posi- 
tion that  while  France  applied  that  rule 
in  the  Dacia  case,  her  practice  in  the 
mat  had  not  l»een  uniform  and  that 
accordingly  many  changes  of  registry 
bad  been  tacitly  acknowledged. 

It  has  been  generally  considered  that 
a  claim  for  indemnity  by  the  owners 
of  the  Dac^ia  will  be  supported  by  the 
State  Department  The  renulsltloning 
of  the  vessel  for  use  by  the  French 
Qovernment  and  the  change  of^'  name, 
and  now  her  destruction,  will  not  af- 
fect the  status  of  such  a  claim  should 
it  finally  be  presented.  The  cAse  now 
is  in  the  stage  of  appeal  from  the  prize 
court  decision. 

.  The  port  to  which  the  Dacia  wan 
brought  after  being  seized  by  a  French 
cruiser  was  Brest. 

The  Yser,  formerly  the  Dacia,  be- 
longed to  the  Hamburg-American  line. 
She  was  bought  by  Edward  N.  Breltung. 
an  American  citizen  of  German  birth 
and  a  relative  of  Max  Breltung,  who, 
together  with  Robert  Fay,  who  says  he 
was  a  lieutenant  in  the  Germany  army, 
and  four  others,  was  Indicted  by  the 
grand  Jury  at  New  York  yesterday  on 
a  charge  of  having  engaged  in  a  con- 
spiracy to  deHpoll  ofrners  of  vessels 
and  mercl^andise  cargoes  and  to  de- 
stroy •  vessels  to  the  injury  of  persons 
who  had  placed  Insurance  on  them,  the 
charge  growing  out  of  the  German  plots 
to  blow  up  munitions  slilps  sailing  from 
the  United  States  to  ports  in  the  Allied 
countries. 

The  voyage  during  which  she  was 
seized  by  a  French  cruiser  attracted 
world-wide  attention,,  as,  had  the  sale 
to  Breltung  been  recognized  as  valid 
by  the  Allied  Governments,  the  way 
would  have  been  opened  for  the  sale  to 
neutrals  of  scores  of  other  German 
steamships  lying  interned  in  American 
porta.

forces.  "agsreRating  800,000  bayonets 
and  80,000  sabres." 

"With  the  aid  of  numeroua  guns,  in- 
numerable maxims  and  miles  upon 
miles  of  barbed  wire,"  the  correspondent 
adds,  "the  enemy  can  hold  out  in  the 
various  sectors  from  which  men  have 
been  tansferred  long  enough  to  bring 
them  back  to  face  an  emergency." 

The  correspondent  expresses  the  be- 
lief that  the  Germans  have  failed  In 
their  determined  efTortn  to  gain  the 
Dvlna  River  line,  but  that  they  hop*  to 
start  next  Spring  on  a  final  conquest  of 
Russia,  "displaying  thereby  that  they 
have  lost  faith  In  the  mirage  of  a  sep- 
arate peace."

deavored to  make  a  trade  of  selling 
such   papers  at  a  good   price. 

"If  Rosenthal  and  Brieckuw  really 
made  the  statements  accusing  German 
offlclals."  the  note  says,  "It  must  be 
assumed  that  they  were  Induced  to  do 
so  by  threats,  promises  or  other 
pressure."

I  have 
sent .  word  to  the  Provincial  police  at 
Campbell  -  River,  as  someone  sho\ild 
look  after  their  effects  in  the  house 
and  shed.  They  came  from  Iowa,  where 
I  understand  a  sister  and  daughter  of 
the  elder  Clarke  are  living.  I  have  the 
boat  here  at  Port  Neville."  ,

by  a  long  trail  of  bluish-white  smoke, 
n  giant  meteor  fell  In  the  mountain  dis- 
trict of  Imperial  County  late  today, 
causing  a  shock  similar  to  an  earth- 
quake.

That  the  Hellenic  nation  will 
in  the  end  find  her*elf  forced  to  re- 
deem her  word  we  have  very  little 
doubt.  Kothing  the  Teutonic  Govern- 
ments can  promise  can  poaalbly  offset 
the  influence  which  Bulgaria  would 
gain  in  the  Ualkaus  If  the  Issue  of  the 
"war  should  be  favorable  to  the  Austro- 
Uermuns.

A  few  words  that  may  mean  a  great 
deal  more  than  they  say  occur  In  the 
official  dispatch  from  Paris  of  yester- 
day's date.  They  were  as  follows; 
•There  has  been  continued  Infantry 
fighting  near  Loos."  During  this  war  In- 
fantry flghting,  as  a  rule,  has  only  fol- 
lowed heavy  artillery  assaults.  Wo  ara 
not  advised  as  to  by  whom  this  flght- 
ing was  Initiated  or  aa  to  Its  results. 
The  diapatch  goes  on  to  speak  of  flght- 
ing between  patrols  further  eouth, 
which  terminated  favorably  to  the  Al- 
lies. From  elaewhere  along  the  front 
violent  artillery  duels  are  reporte<l. 
Apparently  the  Allies  uro  abundi^ntly 
supplied  with  ammunition. 

In  the  l!<ast  tho  Russian  oftcnslvo  con- 
tinues at  several  points  and  with  mea- 
surable  success. 

Very  little  news  has  come  In  the  day 
time  for  aome  months  past  In  rogHrd  to 
the  operatlona  in  the  Italian  i-ampiilsn. 
Itcaders  will  remember  that  our  dls- 
Itatches  yesterday  morning  spoke  of 
progress  being  raado  hy  our  Ally.  Later 
hi  tha  day  word  came  that  Austrian  in- 
fantry attacks  hitd  been  repulsed. 

It  is  sUted  that  the  Allies  have 
landed  SOO.OOU  men  to  oppo.Me  the  enemy 
forcea  Invoding  Sorbla,  and  the  further 
statement  la  made  that  Italy  la  to  eend 
troops  for  the  same  purpose  by  way  of 
Albania.  '  The  former  statement  rnmes 
by  way  of  Berlin,  the  Utter  In  based 
upon  a  seml-olAclal  anouneement  given 
out  in  Rome.  Commenting  upon  the 
general  situation  In  the  Balkans  aeveral 
wcoka  ago  we  ventured  the  opinion  that 
In  the  event  of  any  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  Bulgarians  to  extend  tlicir 
operations  to  the  Adriatic,  luiy  would 
be  compdltd  to  taka  a  vety  active  part 
In  the  campaign  for  the  defence  of 
Serbia. 


Ono  of  the  possibilities  of  the  next 
itw  months  Is  that  a  sevjere  Russian 
Winter  may  lay  its  paralysing 
upon  the  Ocrmtin  forces  In 
There  would  bo  nothing  at  all  surpris- 
ing in  this,  and  If  the  enemy  com- 
manders are  aware  of  It,  the  possibility 
must  be  like  the  clutch  of  a  cold  hand 
upon  their  hearts.  to  invade  Itussia 
in  the  Winter  time,  and  endeavor  to 
maintain  a  force  of  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands of  men  with  only  very  slender 
means  of  communication  with  a  baso 
separated  from  them  In  most  placea  by 
many  miles  of  devastated  country,  la 
something    terrible    to   contemplate.

He  accepts 
a  citizen's  full  privilege  and  is*  per- 
mitted to  do  so,  but  his  selflshnens  ha.** 
Increased  the  dangeru  of  the  man  who 
volunteered. 

Universal  service  la  only  Just,  and 
men  and  women  who  know  that  In 
need  they  would  make  sacriflccH  ought 
to  be  advocates  of  a  system  which  will 
distribute  the  burden  and  lessen  the 
dangers.  , . i_ 

This  docs  not  mean  conscription.  It 
.only  means  universal  preparedness.  We 
are  by  no  means  sure  that  It  would  not  be 
just  to  require  hereafter  that  no  man 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  full  privilege 
of  citizenship  until  he  .haa  shown  that 
he  has  prepared  himself  to  discharge 
the  full  reaponslbllttles  of  citizenship. 
This  he  can  only  do  by  learning  how 
to  defend  his  country  if  ever  he  should 
be  called  upon  to  do  so.  This  Is  not 
to  suggest  compulsory  military  ser- 
vice; but  only  compulsory  military 
training  before  the  time  come::  to  take 
up  the  burdens  6f  life  and  discharge 
the  rights  of  a  voter.  If  such  a  system 
^ero  adopted  there  would  be  a  mini- 
mum of  dislocation  of  business,  a  mini- 
mum of  military  expense  and  a  maxi- 
mum of  national   efficiency   for  defence. 


W«r  makes  and  unoiakcs  military  re- 
putations; It  is  the  aupreme  and  tafall- 
ible  test  of  leadership.  It  may,  there- 
fore, be  taken  aa  a  cause  of  legitimate 
pride  across  the  Tweed  that  thoee 
commanders  who  have  forged  to  the 
front  In  this  greatest  of  all  BriUah 
wars  are  nearly  all  Bootamen.  In  curi- 
ous contrast.  It  waa  chiefly  the  Irish 
genius  for  war  that  aaaerted  ItaeU  In 
the  Sou^h  African  campaign.  Qeaeral 
Monro,  the  new  comnoaader  In  Oalllpoll 
Is  the  roost  striking  iaatance  of  the 
emergence  of  Scotch  leaderahlp  during 
the  last  flfteen  months. 

At  the  outbreak  of  hostlUtlea.  he  waa 
merely  'an  oflDcer  ef  a  Territorial 
force;  today  he  is  commander-in-chief 
on  our  second  front  of  war.  He  has 
l^en  entrusted  With  the  moat  dlfllcult 
and  dangerous  task  that  has  ever  been 
undertaken  by  British  arms.  Thoae 
who  have  met  him  have  no  doubt  that 
he  will  rise  to  the  measure  of  the  task, 
stupendous  aa  It  Is. 

In  outward  appearance  and  In  char- 
acter Sir  Charles  Monro  belongs  to  a 
definite  type:  sturdy-framed,  strong- 
Jawed,  he  looks,  as  he  Is,  every  Inch  a 
aoldler  All  the  characteristica  of  Srst- 
rate  generalahip  are  his — Instant  judg- 
ment and  unlimited  receptiveness  to 
Ideas,  Imperturabillty  of  disposition, 
unflinching  rourage,  and  the  dual  cap- 
acity of  winning  popularity  among  his 
oniccrs  and  men  and  Inspiring  confi- 
dence. He  Is  comparatively  young  for 
such  high  command,  being  only  S5 
yeara  of  age. 

No  promotion  has  been  more  de- 
served. 

In  AuguHt,  1>14,  he  went  out  to 
France  in  command  of  the  Second  Div- 
ision of  the  London  Territorials.  He 
had  then  the  rank  of  major-general. 
Before  the  battle  of  Mons-Charlerol  he 
asHumed  rommand  of  the  Second  Regu- 
lar Division.  Ho  dlstlnguiahed  was  his 
exercljie  of  that  command  In  the  re- 
treat to  the  Marnc  and  in  the  flghting 
in  the  Alsne  that  lie  was  mentioned 
In  dispatches,  made  »  Ki  C. — B.,  and 
given  command  of  an  army  corps.

Some  months  ago  HIr  Charles  Monro 
became  commander  of  an  army.  Now 
he  1«  Commander-in-Chief.  His  rise 
has  been  as  aingularly  rapid  as  It  has 
been  Justlfled.  He  has  had  an  excel- 
lent training  In  his  36  years  of  service. 
In  18n7-«  ho  fought  In  the  Mohmand 
and  TIroh  expeditions.  In  the  South 
African  War  he  held  a  post  on  the  staff 
took  part  in  the  relief  of  KImberley 
and  the  flghting  at  Paardeburg,  and 
DriefonfeIn,  and  was  mentioned  In  dis- 
patches. 

He  Is  a  high  authority  on  musketry, 
having  boon  in  charge  for  some  -years 
of  the  Hythe  School.  He  has  held 
many  staff  appointments,  and  is  hoth 
a  good  linguist  and  a  man  ef  high 
scholarly   attalnmentn.

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
will  have  the  opportunity  at  tlic  meet- 
ing tomorow  afternoon  to  express  tliem- 
eelves  upon  the  possibility  of  promoting 
an  Increased  domestic  supply  of  food 
products.  As  will  be  gathered  from  the 
resolution,  which  will  bo  submitted.  It 
in  not  proposed  that  any  definite  plan 
shall  be  adopted  tomorrow,  but  only  a 
beginning  shall  be  made  in  the  Investi- 
gation of  the  various  questlona  Involved 
In  an  effort  to  stimulate  local  produc- 
tion. It  is  clearly  a  subject  upon  which 
the  board  Is  not  at  preacnt  in  a  posi- 
tion to  speak  authoritatively,  and  per- 
haps all  that  can  bo  accomplished  to- 
morrow iH  to  give  the  efCort  a  good 
start. 

The  Importance  of  the  proposed  move- 
ment will  not  be  questioned.  It  .Is 
vital  to  the  welfare  of  the  community. 
The  suggested  Investigation  might  well 
become  an  outetanding  feature  of  this 
Winter's  business.  Existing  conditions 
are  everything  but  satisfactory.  No  one 
Individual  can  remedy  It.  There  muat 
b(!  concerted  action  by  all  i>ersons  In- 
terested. The  passing  of  academic 
resolutions  will  not  Jfelp  the  matter  at 
all.  The  proirascd  general  committee 
ought  to  aim  at  producing  speciflc  re- 
sults.

Sir  Hiram  Maxim  doubts  the  ability 
of  Germany  to  pay  an  Indemnity  when 
the  Allies  are  In  a  position  to  demand 
one.  We  share  In  the  doubt,  not  only 
because  of  the  impoverishment .  of  the 
country  which  wlll.be  the  result  of  th<: 
war,  but  because  in  our  Judgment, 
whatever  it  may  bo  worth,  the  German 
Kmpirc  aa  a  political  entity  will  not 
long  survive  the  conclusion  of  hos- 
ttlltlcs.  At  present,  while  they  aro 
bolstered  up  with  the  hope  of  ultimate 
victory,  the  Germans  may  be  fervent 
In  their  expressions  of  devotion  to  the 
Kaiser  and  his  house,  but  the  tact  re- 
mains that  until  Bismarck  willed 
otherwise,  the  liohenzollernu  had  no 
claim  Of  precedence  among  the  German 
princely    families. 

There  Is  one  indemnity,  however, 
from  which  Germany  can  hardly  be  rc- 
leaNed,  and  that  is  due  to  Uclgiuin. 
Thin  martyred  nation  must  be  rehabili- 
tated as  far  as  money  can  accomplish  11. 
J'ull  restoration  Is  impossible.  Nothing 
can  restore  the  memorials  of  bygone 
days.  They  must  remain  only  as  a 
memory.  Nothing  can  restore  or  atone 
for  the  monstrous  offences  against  the 
people  of  Belgium,  but  those  who  sur- 
vive tho  Impact  of  the  PrusBian  Jack- 
boot can  be  helped  to  start  onco  more 
on  the  road  to  prosperity.  Somebody 
muBtf  recompense  Belgium  for  her 
wrongs  as  far  as  money  can  do  so,  and 
If  Germany  Is  in  a  position  to  do  so, 
aho  must  be  compelled   to  do   It. 

But  who,  In  the  event  of  German  ile- 
feat,  can  recompense  the  people  of  that 
country  for  what  they  have  suffered 
to  gratify  the  ambitions  of  Prussian 
mlUUrism?  If  tho  Kaiser  had  a  million 
necks,  his  hanging  would  be  no  atone- 
ment. No  amount  of  money,  nothing 
that  money.can  buy.  no  territorial  con- 
cessions which  a  victorious  enemy  may 
be  willing  to  grant,  can  Indemnify  the 
German  people  for  the  loss  of  the  man- 
hood of  the  nation,  for  the  sacrifice 
of  prestige,  for  the  loss  of  the  respect 
of  the  world,  for  the  nightmare  of  in- 
famy which  generations  cannot  ahaka 
off.

He,    In 
turn,  was  to  be  relieved  by  Lieut.  Mont- 
gomery, in  command  of  No.  6  Company. 
The    operations    were    successfully    car- 
ried    out     in     every      respect.     Captain 
Nicholson's    men   canie    up    through    the 
rnmmUnlcating  trenches  without  mivlng 
any  notice  whatever  that  might  have  In- 
aicated  to  the  "Germans*  that  a  move- 
ment   was    under    way.     Soon      he      was 
supported    on    either    flank    by    the    ma- 
enlne  guns  and  In  a  very  few  minutes, 
the   Western    Scots,    fresh    and    burning 
for 'action    were   exchanging    courtesies 
with   the  enemy.     Listening  posts  were 
sent  out  and  some  of  MaJJJoJJJjJjjJjjjjjjj 
sent   out   and   some   of   Major   Armour's 
ubiquitous  snipers  were  outlined  against 
the   blackness   of   the   night   by   the   ar- 
tlDcial  light.

The   wholo 
operation   was  carried  out  very  smooth- 
ly,  and,    on    the    whole,    most    satisfac- 
torily.     The    idea.    It    Is   said,    not    only 
wna    to    accustom    officers   and    men    to 
trenches,   but   to  develop  their  sense  of 
location   and    the    knack    of    taking    ad- 
vantage  of   all   available   cover. 

"It  has  frequently  happened  at  the 
front."  Ool.  Ross  explained,  "that  the 
whole  sections  on  the  way  to  the  firlnsr 
line  have  lost  their  way,  run  against 
the  wire  enanglemeuts,  rung  In  the 
alarm,  with  its  resulting  flare,  and  been 
caught  In  an  enfilading  fire  before  they 
could    reach    safety." 

So.  he  pointed  out,  he  wished  to 
tialn  them  to  observe  the  country  \v 
which  they  were  fighting,  so  that,  in 
case  of  emergency,  they  would  be  able 
to  avoid  the  pitfalls  and  advance 
straight  to  points  offering  cover.

A  letter  from  Sergt.  O.  Clarke,  of  tlie 
2nd  C.  M.  R„  now  at  the  front,  to  a 
friend  In  Victoria,  dated  October  10, 
says: 

"We  have  Just  arrived  at  a  rest  camp 
after  havinK  had  Ave  days  under  rather 
heavy  nra  (n  tha  trenches.  W*  had  a 
few  casualties.  You  remember  Wergt - 
Msjor  Marshall,  the  man  who  used  to 
ride  so  well,  be  was  the  llrst  roan  of  the 
2nd  C.  M.  R.'s  to  be  killed.  It  hit  ua 
rather  hard  when  we  heard  what  had 
happened,  as  he  was  such  a  Jolty  aood 
sort. 

"I  think  I  have  had  about  enough  of 
war.  You  can't  think  what  it  is  like 
to  be  under  shell  Are  and  bombs.  If 
you  are  near  the^aermans  you  get  their 
bombs,  and  If  you  are  far  away  you  get 
their  shells.  During  tbe  day  they  are 
pretty  silent,  but  alK)ut  4:.10  In  the  after- 
noon they  start  and  keep  It  up  all  night. 
It  gets  on  m.\  nerves  rather,  tnjt  I  sup- 
pose one  gets  used  to  it.  We  arrived 
in  camp  here  about  8:30  a.m.,  having 
marched  all  night  long.;  we  were  all  in 
when  we  got  here.  Wo  don't  know 
when  we  siisl]  mova  out  again  or  what 
part  of  tbe  line  we  shall  take  up.  To- 
morrow we  go  for  our  bath,  and  very 
welcome  it  will  l»e.  too.  The  water  Is 
very  bad  here,  and  most  of  it  has  to  be 
boiled  before  It  is  fit  to  drink.  Nearly 
everywhere  ones  goes  out  here  you  corns 
across  little  wooden  crosses:  they  are 
the  graves  of  the  men  who  have  been 
killed  or  who  have  died  of  wounds  for

Hla  Uonor  Lieutenant-Governor 
Barnard  laturned  yeatarday  from  Ban 
Franclaco,  w^ere,  at  the  Panama-Pa- 
clflo  Bxpoaltlon  on  "Canada  Day."  he 
ufflclaUy  repraaented  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  Mia  Uonor  was  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Barnard,  who,  however,  re- 
nialned  with  aome  frlenda  In  Cali- 
fornia and  will  not  return  until  Friday 
next. 

Tlie  cordiality  of  the  welc<yne  ex- 
tended to  Canada's  representative,  the 
elaborate  arrancementa  made  for  the 
entertainment  of  hlmaelf  and  staff,  and 
the  studious  care  and  attention  bestowed 
upon  them  by  the  representatlvea  of  the 
United  Utataa  Uovernment,  whose  guest 
he  was,  made  a  deep  impression  on  Hla 
Honor,  who  terms  his  visit  one  of  un- 
alloyed pleasure.  The  weather  waa 
beautiful  during  the  whole  of  the  stay 
in  California 

On  arrival  at  San  Francisco  Hla  Honor 
waa  met  by  a  reception  committee  and 
farmally  welcomed.  During  the  forenoon 
of  "Canada  Day"  a  guard  of  honor 
escorted  the  Oovernor  all  the  way  to  the 
Exposition .  grounda,  where  he  was  re- 
ceived at  the  Administration  Building 
by  Judge  La  Mar,  national  commis- 
sioner, and  the  direct  representative  of 
the  United  Btaten  Government;  Mr.  J. 
Moore,  president  of  the  Panama-Paciflc 
Exposition,  .and  the  various  state  com- 
misaloners.  as  wej)  aa  the  representa- 
tives of  a  number  of  foreign  countries. 
Here  lunch .  was  aerved,  after  which 
there  were  a  number  of  speeches  com- 
plimentary to  the  people  of  Canada, 
which  afforded  His  Honor  opportunity 
to  make  a  few  remarks  in  recognition 
of  the  courtesy. 

After  lunch,  another-  guard  of  honor 
Accompanied  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
to  thQ  Canadian  Building,  where  the 
Interesting  ceremonies,  already  reported 
In  The  Colonist,  took  place.  At  7  p.m. 
Ilia  Honor  and  Mrs.  Barnard  were  the 
gueata  at  the  Caftfernia  Building  of  the 
Wome^n's  Board  of  the  Expoaltlon  at  a 
dinner,  the  particlpantB  numbering 
about  100.  Afterwards,  eacorted  by  a 
guard  of  marines  from  the  United 
Statea  nary,  thf  Canadian  representa- 
tives proceeded  to  the  New  York  Build-

His 
Honor  gave  a  banquet  to  Judge  L>f>  Mar, 
thp  National  Commissioner;  *  President 
Moore,  the  commlMloners  of  the  Pa- 
nama-Pacittu  Exposition,  at  which,  be- 
aides  thoae  named,  there  were'  present 
alsu  the  Britlah  Consul,  r  number  of 
foreign  eonsuls,  the  commissioners- 
general  from  various  other  atatos.  and 
rommlsalon«ra«c«ncral  from  foreign 
countries.  C^K^ers  were  laid  for  ISO 
and  speechea  ^ere  made  by  His  Honor, 
Judge  M  Mar,  President  Moore  and  Col.

Tba  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowaer,  in  bla  cat»a- 
clty  of  Mioiatcr  of  Agriculture,  yaatar- 
day  waa  vlalted  by  Mr.  Frederick  C 
Klford,  Dominion  poultry  buabandman, 
who  ls_pn  a  visit  of  InapacUon  to  the 
Co4M.  Mr.  Klford  baa  Juat  completed  a 
tour  over  the  aontham  aection  of  Van- 
couver I  aland  and  ezpreaaea  himaalf  aa 
amaaad  at  the  aumt>er  of  iwultry  farma 
already  eaUbilsbed  in  thla  aection  of 
tbe  Province  and  impreaaad  with  the 
poastbilltlea  of  the  induatry,  which  be 
daeina  worthy  of  apeclal  atudy,  both  In 
regard  to  marketing  oonditiona  aa  well 
aa  to  tbe  rearing  of  blrda  and  the  dla- 
poaal  of  the  eggs. 

•Mr.  Elford,  who  is  exceptionally  wall 
informed  about  British  Columbia,  is  of 
tba  opinion  that  there  are  many  areaa 
where  the  land,  unauitable  for  ordinary 
eropa,  ean  be  put  to  profitable  uae  in 
poultry   raiaing. 

speaking  of  Vancouver  laland,  parti- 
eularly,  he  eald  that  there  were  few 
placea  in  the  Dominion  where  there  are 
ao  many  chicken  farma,  but  the  ma- 
jority of  thoae  in  the  induatry  make^^the 
mistake  of  limiting  themaelves  to  a 
single  class  of  stock.  The  price  of 
feed  was.  of  course,  a  drawback,  but 
this   would'  be   remedied    In    time. 

Mr.  Elford  aald  that,  owing  to  the 
Importanoe  of  the  Induatry  on  the 
Island,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  de- 
partment to  specializa  In  poultry  at  the 
Sidney  Experimental  Farm.  This  year 
preparatlona  will  be  made  to  houae  the 
birds,  and  the  etock  wbHsh  will  be  In- 
troduced In  the  Spring  will  be  of  the 
best  quality.

i  DEFLME  ORDER 
I^OED  TO  OH^ICIAL 


City  Treasurer  Asserts  Solici- 
tor Did  'Not  Insist  Upon  Pre- 
cautions, Lack  of  Which 
Cost  City  Its  Case. 


Why  It  was  that  tbe  clty'a  case  waa 
prejudiced  by  tBe  fact  that  certain 
legal  precautions  auggeated  by  the  for- 
mer city  aollcltor  were  not  carried  out, 
and,  in  conaequence,  the  city's  appeal 
against  the  recent  decision  of  Judge 
L«mpniaii,  who  materially  cut  down  tie 
assessment  levy  upon  property  of 
Messrs.  W.  A  J.  Wllaon,  was  thrown 
out  by  the  Appeal  Court,  wni  be  Im- 
mediately investigated,  as  promised  at 
Monday  night  s  meeting  of  the  City 
Council.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
tinance  committee. 

The  former  aollcltor,  in  view  of  the 
city's  appeal  against  Judge  Lampman's 
decision,  advised  that  the  .tax  noticea 
iaauad^  to  Meaara.  W.  A  J.  Wilson  aboult 


be  issued  upon  the  valuation  as  fixed 
l>y  Judge  Lampman,  but  advocated  that 
on  the  tax  noticea  It  should  be  stated 
that  the  city  would  accept  payment 
without  prejudice  to  the  city's  legal 
rights  as  may  be  established  before  the 
Appeal  Court.  Thla  endorsement  upon 
the  tax  notices  was  omitted,  with  the 
result  that  when  the  appeal  canie  on 
for  hearing  the  court  held  that  the 
city,  having  accepted  payment  on  the 
reduced  valuation,  had  placed  itself  out 
of  court. 

Olty  Troaanrer'a  StatomoBt 

City  Treasurer  Smith  was  the  ofllclal 
responsible  for  the  issuance  of  tbe  tax 
notices,  rie  stated  yesterday  that  Ijt 
was  quite  true  that  the  advisability  of 
endorsing  upon  the  tax  noticer  sent 
out  to  Messrs.  W.  r  J.  Wilson  A  .Com- 
pany, the  notice  suggested  by  the  city 
solicitor,  was  discussed,  but  he  had 
taken  the  matter  up  with  the  then  city 
aollcltor,  Mr.  T.  R.  Robertaon.  who  in- 
dicated that  it  did  not  much  matter 
whether  the  suggested  endorsement  was 
placed  upon  the  notices  or  not.  Hence 
the  notices  to  Messrs.  Wilson  A  Com- 
pany were  sent  out  in  the  ordinary 
course  as  were  all  ihe  other  noticea. 

The  mistake  which,  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peal held,  had  debarred  the  city  from 
succeeding  in'  Ita  appeal  against  the  de- 
cision of  Judge  Lampman,  has  not  re- 
sulted in  any  serious  flnanclal  loss 
through  the  failure  to  secure  paypient 
of  taxes  upon  the  assessment  the  city 
claimed  should  be  Hxed  against  the 
Wilson  property,  but  the  question  at 
issue  was  one  upon  which  a  decision 
would  have  been  most  Important  In 
future  cases  of  assessment  compilation. 
It  is  hardly  likely  that  a  slmllnr  case 
win  arise  where  the  city,  by  reason 
of  objections  by  property  owners,  will 
have  to  levy  the  tax  rate  upon  a  dis- 
puted assessment,  as  next  year.  It  Is 
expected,  authority  will  be  poasessed 
whereby  the  preparation  of  the  assess- 
ment roll,  and  revision  thereof,  will  be 
accomplllhed  much  earlier  in  the  year, 
and  there  win  be  ample  time  for  the 
settlement  of  disputes  before  the  tax 
rate  is  Anally   levied.

Deputation  Waits  on  Executive 
Council  Today  to  Urge  That 
Needed  Legislative  Powers 
Be  Granted. 


Today  £t  noon  an  Influential  deputa- 
tion repieaentatlve  of  Victoria  Public 
Swimming  Baths  Committee  will  wait 
upon  thto  executive  council  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  and  urge  that  at 
the  forthcoming  aesslon  of  the  Ucgls- 
luture  power  t>e  granted  to  th^  city 
wbereunder  Victoria  may  <  rect  and  op- 
erate public  swimming  batha.  As  tbe 
committee  is  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  practically  every  public  organ- 
isation and  aociety  in  the  city  the  dep- 
utation will  prove  to  be  the  moMt  rep- 
reaentatlve  of  any  which  .haa  waited 
upon  the  executive  council  In  a  long 
time. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  held 
last  evening  In  the  rooms  of  the  Vic- 
toria and  Island  Development  Associa- 
tion the  whole  question  of  public  batha 
waa  canvasaed  and  data  was  aupplied 
to  indicate  tbat  once  the  power  la  ae- 
cured,  and  an  opportune  time  for  tbe 
conunencement  of  the  project  arrives, 
tfiiere  will  be  no  difficulty  In  carrying 
It  through  to  a  successful  conclusion 
and  maintaining  the  baths  along  suc- 
cessful lines.  .A a  a  result  of  the  recant 
canvass  made  by  the  Victoria  and  Island 
Development  Association  1,000  Vic- 
torians pledged  themselves  to  purchase 
aeaaon  tickets,  thus  assuring,  for  the 
flrst  year  of  operation,  an  income  of 
<0,000;  in  addition  to  any  other  income 
which   would   be   secured.

It  vlll  also  be  etaiad 
that  evrn  if  the  power-  be  granted  the 
municipality  would  not  be  in  a  poHltlon 
to  Issue  debentures  -nd  dispose  of  them 
without  flrst  receiving  the  sanction  of 
the  Government  thereto,  but  once  the 
power  is  secured  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee, in  carryinR  ahead  the  project, 
would  be  greatly  facilitated. 

The  deputation  will  be  headed  by  Mr. 
Wllliatn  Blakemore,  chairman  of  '  the 
swimming  baths  committee,  who  will 
designate  the  speakers.

ANTI-GERMiN  ili 
MM  BE  FORMED  HERE 


Board  of  Trade  Will  Consider 
Proposal  Tomorrow  — The 
Movement  Would  Boycott 
Everything  of  Enemy  Origin 


The  Board  of  Trade  lias  received  from 
Mr.  William'  Jackson,  of  F:ast  Sooke, 
several  leaflets  setting  forth  the  alms 
and  objects  of  the  .\ntl-German  Union, 
which  was  established  In  England 
shorty  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  and 
which  is  gradually  brancliing  out  iu 
various  portions  of  the  British  ICmpire. 
It  Is  the  proposal  of  the  Itoard  to  bring 
the  subject  up  at  the  monthly  general 
meeting  tomorrow  aftcniooti,  w  lien  It 
will  be  ascertained  wliat  puHslbllitles 
there  are  for  organizing  a  branch  of 
the    union    in    Victoria. 

The  following  extracts  are  taken  from 
the  leaflets  furnished  the  Hoard  of 
Trade: 

"The  .\ntl-aerman  Union  has  been 
formed  to  get  rid  of  Oermuns  and  .to 
prevent  German  labor  from  competing 
with  British  labor.  I'Jvcry  trade  union- 
ist should  Join  the  Antl-Gcrman  Union. 
It  has  no  parly  and  Hupports  no  govern- 
ment that  does  not  put  patriotism  l»efore 
party.  It  votes  for  no  candidate  who 
will  not  support  the  'nationnl'  policy 
of  the  Anti-derman  Union,  a'hich  is 
•Britain   for  the   British.' 

"The  alms  and  objects  are  to  foster 
national  Ideals  and  to  keep  alive  the 
patriotic  spirit  of  the  people;  to  defend 
British  freedom,  rights  and  prt^  ilegeH 
against  German  agitression;  to  defend 
British  Industry  nnd  Brltlsb  labor  and 
to  flght  against  German  Influence  In 
out  social,  flnancial,  Induetrlarand  poll- 
tli-ai    life. 

"The  policy  Is  to  expound  the  folly 
ol  granting  peace  on  terms  so  easy  as 
to  make  It  possible  for  the  Germans 
again  to  disturb  the  pea^e  of  Kurope 
and  the  world:  to  advocate  that  German 
property  throughout  the  Empire  shall  b« 
s^lxrd  and  d«vot»«d  to  reducing  the  bur- 
den on  the  Brltlsli  people  r-ause<l  by  the 
aar;  to  enforce  strictly  existing  laws 
and  order.^-ln-councll  for  the  registra- 
tion of  aliens  and  to  prohibit  Germans, 
naturalised  or  otherwise,  from  changing 
their  names  for  trade  or  other  purposes, 
and  to  cancel  all  changes  made  since 
August  4,  1*14;  to  abollah  the  exist- 
ing system  of  naturalisation,  which  is 
a  public  dtutaer  In  time  of  war,  and  to 
repeal  all  existing  naturalisation  laws; 
to  remoii^  from  public  offices,  and  from 
the  enjoyment  of  civic  or  other  honors, 
or  titles,  sll  persons  of  enemy  origin, 
and  to  enact  that  Britlah  conauls  shall, 
in  future.  l>e  British  subjects:  to  dis- 
courage and.  If  possible,  prevent  tbe 
employment  of  German  labor  in  this 
country,  either  by  lax  on  eniplovera  of 
German  labor  or  by  other  suitable 
methods,  to  restrict  the  sale  of  all  auch 
German  goods  as  can  be  made  c<iuatl) 
well  In  the  Kritiah  Kmpire:  lo  alter 
our  Companies  Acts  no  aa  to  trrcvent  a 
controlling  Interest  in  any  British  com- 
pany bolng  beM  by  Germnna,  and  to 
enforce  the  acta  reatralning  alien  Im- 
migratioa:  to  prohlbli  the  sale  of  land 
and  property  to  German*:  to  atrrngihen 
the  handa  of  the  Government  In  d««Ung 
with  eneAty  aliens,  and  to  reontrtat*  at 
tbe  md  of  Jfk*  war  all  who  have  boon 
Interned;  t^  advocate  tiw  roglatratloo 
and  lleenolns  of  shepa.  compelling  all 
tradera  to  advertise  their  real  naaMa 
and   nattonallty."

atanding  In  front  of  the  Pe;nberto'i 
Block  on  l''ort  Htreet,  the  team  waa  fac- 
ing towarda  Oovcrnraent  Street  and  atood 
on  the  Bouth  aide  of  tbe  trainway'a 
track.  A  atrect  car  paf<Bing  down  hit 
the  wagon  and  ahoved  It  Into  an  elec- 
tric light  atandari^  which  broke  and 
fell  into  a  window  of  tha  Pemberton 
Building,  breaking  the  plate  glaaa.  To 
add  to  the  deatructlon,  the  horaea 
tramped  on  and  broke  up  a  bicycle 
which  waa  atanding  near. 

Very  few  people  naw  the  accident  and 
thoae  who  did  aee  It  do  not  know 
exactly  how  it  happened.  The  car  got 
partly  paat  the  wagon  before  hitting  It 
or  the  horaea.  If  the  hind  wheel  of  the 
wagon  had  been  hit  the  aolirtlon  wenld 
be  •mmr.  but  from  the  marka  on  th« 
car  and  the  way  In  which  itn#  wagon 
waa  broken— the  right  front  wheel  waa 
amaahed— it  would  appear  a*  thoufli  the 
front  Wheel,  and  not  the  hind  wirael. 
waa  hit.  If  If.  Ita  poaition  muat  ha«  a 
changed  while  the  car  waa  paaaing  It 
and  before  it  waa  hit.  The  wltneaa 
Connell.  who  waa  called  by  the  plalntifT. 
aaya  he  thlnka  tm*  of  the  horaea  turned 
towanla  the  aidewalk  and  It*  ao  doing 
caused  the  wheel  t..  turn  townrda  the 
'■ar— he  aaya  he  thought  it  waa  tiia 
front  wheel  whlrb  waa  hit.  If  he  la 
right  I  don't  think  either  of  tbe  de- 
fen'lanlH  are  liable.  The  team  waa  a 
<iul«t  one  and  the  moving  of  a  horae 
could  not  b«  ferbaean  or  prgvantrd.

Unl««a  there  la  negligence 
the  eomnany   la   not   llaMe.

At  y«»terday«  mectlne  of  th«  Baanich 
Council,  a  deputation  aakeO  for  Informa- 
tion aa  to  the  oi>eration  of  Local 
Iroprovemeat  By-law.  Xo.  4.  TlUa 
deala  with  the  expropriation  of  the 
water  plpea  laid  by  rasidenta  of  the 
Cloverdale  dlatrict.  and  for  which  they 
bave  been  paying.  They  were  told 
tttat.  if  they  were  affreeaable.  af  teat 
«a8«  would  be  arranged  for,  and  on  Ita 
result  the  recompense  allotted  others 
Interested  would  be  based.  That,  it 
waa  thought,  would  be  the  moat  satis- 
factory arrangement. 

With  regard  to  the  High  School 
tuition  Xeea,  It  was  decided,  on  motion. 
ti;  pay  the  amount  of  the  award  of  tha 
lioard  of  Public  Instruction,  namely, 
101^.77.  This  figure,  it  was  consid- 
ered, was  equitable.  Comment  waa  made 
on  the  difference  between  this  sum  and 
that  aslid  by  the  City — something  over 
•3,000.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
original  estimate  of  the  Victoria  School 
Board,  which  did  not  Include  the  addl- 
tlona  made  later,  had  been  adjudged 
about  correct,  except  that  Saanlcb  was 
charged  for  only  four  and  one-half 
n.onths.   Instead  of   tweWe  montha. 

There  was  some  discussion  over  a 
dispute  which  has  dfevcloped  with  a 
property  owner  on  Lake  Road, 
as  a  result  of  the  decision  to 
open  and  improve  that  thorough- 
fare.       The       clerk       was       instructed 


to  inform  the  owner  in  question  that 
be  would  have  to  make  the  allowances 
necessary. 

The  engineer  reported  that  ho  had 
cancelled  some  orders  for  material  to 
be  used  on  the  water  works  system  be- 
cause of  delay  In  deliver}',  and  had  ar- 
ranged to  get  what  was  necessary 
locally.  He  expected  to  proceed  with 
the  laying  of  pipes  as  fast  as  It  was 
"hutnanly  possible."

It  ua«d  to  atand  on  tha  edga  of  tha 
"Kour  Hundred"'  Plateau^-a  aoUtary 
little  ptn«  tree  on  tha  edge  'of  tha 
heath.  About  the  beclnnlag  of  Auguat 
It  diaappeaied.  I^oaaibly  one  of  our 
howitzer  flhella   blaw  It  aWay. 

A  few  day  a  later  when  It  was  decld- 
aU  that  aome  heavy  blow  muat  be 
dealt  at  the  Turklah  army  oppoatte 
Anaac — aoraethlng  that  would  really 
hurt  tha  Turk  and  make  htm  ruah  hia 
reaarvas  down  to  the  aouthern  end  of 
hIa  Una  while  column  after  column 
of  our  own  troops  waa  atealing  out 
into  tha  foothills  to  tha  north-~lt  waa 
determined  to  aend  the  drat  Auatrallaa 
infantry  Brigade  against  Lonesome 
I'lne. 

The  Third  Brigade  had  immortaltsad 
Itaaif  «i  tha  day  of  the  landing— the 
mlnera*  brigade  from  Broken  Hill  and 
tha  goldflelda  and  Queenaland  and  Taa- 
mania. 

The  Second  Brigade— the  VIctoriana 
— had  made  their  wonderful  charge  at 
Helles.  when  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
they  want  atraight  aa  a  die  for  a  thoua> 
and  yarda  acrosa  country  aa  bare  aa 
tha  pmlm  of  your  hand  in  the  face  of 
ahrapnel  and  withering  rifle  (Ire. 

Now  at  laat  *t  waa  the  chance  of 
tha  First  Brigade— the  men  from  New 
Houth  Walea.  "Show  them  what  tha 
old  Third  Battalion  can  do  this  time," 
■aid  one  of  tham,  amlltng  down  from 
Ilia   parch  beneath   the   parapet. 

Suddenly  there  sounded  a  whistle, 
taken  op  (rem  a  aeore  of  different 
points.  The  khaki  flguraa  ware  racing 
to«rarda  that  low  molehill  In  tha  acrub 
with  the  ugly,  ,  dark,  half  •concealed 
ahadewa  of  tha  loopholea  low  down  on 
tha  aartb'a  aurfaoa.  Bvary  Australlao 
Vora  whita  banda  on  hia  aleavaa  ane 
'  «  aquara  white  patch  oa  bis  bark. 

But  the  white  patches  did  not  jump 
In  aa  they  «ama  to  the  eaamy'a  trench 
They   gradually  atrung  out   along   ic 


They  had  tavnd  aieMiaalvea  lacking 
town  not  into  a  tranch  but  upon  a  xtry 
aolid  roof,  made  of  loga  with  withared 
boughs  and  earth  apread  over  tham. 
Soma  of  those  tlmbera  were  nine  by 
alx,  and  there  was  no  more  chanea  of 
puahlag  tham  down  than  of  puahlng 
In  tha  root  of  a  church.  Thla  ia  what 
in  military  parlance  may  be  eallad  a 
ofeaek. 

Tha  flrat  two  llnea  were  atoppad 
thara.  pusalad  what  to  do.  Shrapnal 
haid   hagun   to  rain   by  thla  tina,   ma-

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chine  guna  were  spitting  from  the 
trenches  to  right  and  to  left,  the  Turks 
at  their  feet  were  flrliiK  through  the 
loopholea — but  the  one  thing  that  no 
man  aeemed  even  to  dream  of  doing 
waa  to  come  back.  Some  flred  down 
into  the  loopholes — some  who  happened 
to  And  small  gaps  In  the  line  of  head 
cover  In  front  of  them  Jumped  down 
there  and  began  to  work  Into  the  dark 
shelters  under  the  head  cover  where 
the  Turka  were— others  went  on  over 
the  front  trench,  and  even  over  the 
second  trench  and  into  communication 
trenches  which  had  no  head  cover  over 
them,  but  through  which  the  Turks 
were  fleeing — for  prisoners  say,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  of  It,  that  the  Turks 
are  afraid  of  the   Auatraltans. 

Others  noticed  that  In  the  solid  roof 
in  front  of  them,  near  the  edge,  where 
the  loopholes  are,  there  were  manholes 
left  at  intervals,  apparently  to  allow 
tha  listening  patrols  to  creep  at  night. 
They  were  Just  large  enough  to  allow 
a  man  to  wriggle  through,  and  that 
was  enough  for  the  First  Brigade.  They 
wriggled  down  Into  them,  feet  fore- 
most, as  a  burglar  might  wriggle  Into 
a  skylight. 

It  waa  a  deed  for  which,  Jf  it  were 
a  aolitary  instance,  any  main  might 
get  a  Victoria  Cross. 

80  It  waa  that  Loneaome  Pine  wan 
won.  It  was  only  the  beginning  really 
—there  waa  six  days  of  wild  flghtlni? 
to  follow  before  'he  Turks  gave  up 
the  nght  and  l.one  Pine  was  really 
ours.  But  there  is  one  little  incident 
of  the  counter-attack  to  be  told  which 
I  aaw  myself,  and  that  la  the  story 
af  the  Third  Battalion's  rum,  which 
the  Colonel  decided  should  be  issued 
after  the  flght  waa  over. 

It  was  about  two  hours  after  tlie 
charge  that  I  was  sstandtng  by  the  tun- 
nel leading  part  of  the  way  to  the  cap- 
tured trenches  watching  the  hopeless 
eongeation  of  It,  when  a  man  with  a 
demijohn  on  his  shoulder  came  along. 
The  Brigadier  hlmaetf  was  trying  to 
claar  the  sap  to  let  through  some  of 
the  most  urgent  traffic.  All  that  trafflo 
had  to  paaa  through  thirty  yards  of 
narrow,  pitch-dark  tunnel,  and  then  out 
over  the  heath,  racing  the  gauntlet 
up  to  the  parapet  of  the  Turkish 
trench.  '  I  remei.iber  one  pitiful  pro- 
eeaslon  that  emerged  from  It  after  at 
least  ten  minutes'  struggle  through  the 
dark  interior— flrat  a  aerlously  wound- 
ed man  In  a  folding  cane  stretcher, 
next  an  army  medical  man,  and  after 
him  crawling  on  hands  and  knees  out 
of  the  tunnel  and  down  the  trench  to- 
Wai^s  the  rear  another  wounded  man. 
Only  those  men  who^e  preaence  was 
urgent  were  allowfiii  to  go  through 
afterwards. 

"What  are  you  carrying,  my  manr* 
said  the  Brigadier  to  the  man  with 
the  demijohn.  "Third  Battalion  mm. 
air.'  "What!"  '  ihird  Battalion  rum. 
air.  Colonel  put  me  In  charge  of  it." 
"Well,  put  It  down  here  and  atand  by." 
"The  Colonel  told  me  to  take  It 
through,  sir."  "Look  here,  never  mind 
what  you  were  told;  put  it  down  there 
at  once." 

The  rum  carrier  put  his  heavy  load 
down  on  the  flrst  step  and  retired,  ob- 
vloualy   unaatlaHed    for  the  moment 

"How  about  the  Third  BatUllon'a 
rum,  air,"'  he  aaked.  after  a  few  mo- 
ments. 

"Oh.  well  get  along  with  you."  an- 
swered tha  Brigadier,  amusedly. 

And  so  he  shouldered  it  and  trudged 
out  contentedly  towards  the  heath  and 
towards  the  bullets,  and  I  suppose  the 
•rhird    Battalion   got    its   rum.

The  time  haa  cor.e  when  Canadians 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Paciflc  muat 
aet  about  raiaing  is  new  Patriotic  Fund. 
Married  men  are  enliatins  in  greater 
numbers  than  ever.  Their  wives  and 
children  must  be  taken  care  of.  The 
c:overnnient  nllowance  is  not  enough. 
Llv#i  as  carefully  as  she  can  a  woman 
cannot  bring  up  her  family  on  half 
her  husband's  pay  and  the  separation 
aliowanoe. 

In  the  Mother  Country  all  the  peo- 
ple are  willingly  bearing  taxation  such 
sa  we  In  Canada  know  nothing  of  yet. 
Women  are  the  chief  ependera  in  any 
nation.  If  they  are  willing  to  deny  them- 
selves money  can-  be  raised  which  it 
would  otherwise  be  imttoaaible  to  ob- 
tain. The  time  has  come  when  many 
households  must  exercise  the  strictest 
tconomy  in  order  that  eoldiera  may 
go  to  the  front  aura  that  thoae  they 
hold  dear  will  not  want  far  anything. 
There  are  others  who  can  give  much 
without  depriving  tberasalves  of  any 
comfort.  Ifow  caa  theae  people  aak 
men  to  riak  their  lives  kaswtng  that 
thoae  they  leave  behind  muat  aulTer, 
not  only  from  aorrow  and  loneliness 
but  from  the  want  of  the  comforts  that 
have  been  provided  for  thsan  hereto- 
fore?

resented.  The  Quebec  teachers  arg 
that  the  greater  number  of  tcacherl 
are  women,  and  that  it  ia  only  right 
that  there  should  be  a  woman  on  each 
truatee  board  to  whom  they  can  si>eak 
freely  on  matters  of  school  manage- 
ment. 

Kxperlence  has  ahown  that  wherever 
women  have  been  placed  on  boarda  of 
education,  progress  and  Improvement 
have  been  the  rule.  In  Kngland,  both 
in  1..ondon  and  In  the  provinces,  wo- 
men are  taking  a  prominent  part  on 
the  education  committees.  Kducated 
women  devote  themselves  to  the  im- 
provement of  conditionB  and  to  the 
elevation  of  the  standards  of  educa- 
tion, and  their  7.eal  as  well  as  their 
sympathy  with  teachera  and  pupils 
have  madev^heJTi  most  valuable  co- 
workers with  the  gentlemen  of  leisure 
snd  talent  who  are  usually  ontruated 
with    educational   affairs. 

In  Toronto  a  woman  was  elected  on 
the  school  board  aa  long  ago  as  1*193, 
and  It  Is  acknowledged  in  New  York 
that  women  are  among  the  most  use- 
ful memliera  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

In  our  own  city  many  reforms  have 
been  instituted  by  the  school  board 
since  women  have  been  eligible  as 
trustee.**.  The  clectora  have  shown 
time  and  again  their  confidence  in  Mrs. 
Jenkins  and  their  .-.ppreclatlon  of  her 
labors.  In  many  of  the  rural  districts 
women  haxe  done  excellent  work  on  the 
school  l)oards.  There  are  few  spheres 
in  which  the  good  sense,  the  tact  and 
the  executive  ability  of  women  can 
tfna  more  useful  scope  than  in  super- 
intending* the  afTairs  of  the  schools  ot 
the  country.  To  be  entrusted  with 
the  office  of  school  trustee  ia  an  oil- 
Ject  worthy  the  ambition  of  the  heat 
w'omen  whether  in  city  or  country. 
Thp  children  deserve  the  best  services 
in  the  community  both  within  and 
without    the    schoolrooms.

Those  Canadians,  and  they  are  tha 
great  majority.  Who  have  no  knowledge 
of  the  French  language  have  not.  Hither-  < 
to,  experienced  much  inoonvenlenps  on 
account  of  their  ignorance.  But  now, 
the  soldiers  who  go  to  France  would  be 
glad  of  even  a  little  ac<iuaintancc  with 
the  tongue  of  the  coftntrjr  In  which 
they  are  apending  montha.  It  we  would 
realise  this  let  ua  Imagine  that  tlis  men 
i^t  the  Willowa  were  Frenchmen,  scares- 
ly  any  of  whom  could  speak  English. 

They  would  go  on  with  their  work 
and  all  their  needa  would  b«  auppiled. 
Their  effloiency  would  not  be  interfered 
with,  for  their  officers  would  alao  ba 
Krenchiuen.  But  It  would  not  ba  pleas- 
ant to  meet  men  and  wamsn  whose 
speech  they  ,could  not  understand.  Of 
course,  they  would  aoon  learn  how  to 
nsk  for  the  necessities  and  to  exchange 
civilities.  But  if  there  were  s  few 
among  them  who  apoke  English  easily 
it    would    make -things  eaaler   for   them. 

It  will  be  said,  and  truly,  that  Cana- 
dians whs  are  in  F'rance  have  little 
time  or  opportunity  for  Intercourse  with 
the  citlsena  or  the  country  people  they 
meet.  Tbe  grim  bualneas  In  which  they 
are  engaged  does  not  admit  of  much 
relaxation.  In  the  hospitals  they  are 
attended  by  Rngiish  nurses.  Orsnting 
all  thla.  It  la  an  advantage  for  a  man, 
even  If  he  is  a  aoldier,  to  be  able  to 
speak  to  the  children,  the  %omen  or  the 
man  he  mfpta  whan  oft  a«ty.  Bven  to 
read  the  algns  on  tk«  ahopa  or  the 
hMdllnes  of  the  newspapers  nast  bs  s 
satlafaction. 

While  we  pray  that  never  again  will 
Britlah  men  be  forced  to  join  France 
againat  a  common  foe,  we  may  well  ask 
ourselves  if  it  is  wis*  to  allow  our 
c4illdrsn  to  grow  up  as  Ignorsnt  of  mod- 
ern languages  aa  their  fathers  and 
mothers  are.  Bven  those  who  have  a 
familiarity  with  the  written  text  know 
little  of  the  spoken  word  that  gives  life 
to  a  language.  How  many  misunder- 
standings might  have  been  cleared  away 
in  the  past  by  a  mutusl  knowladgs  of 
tfee  mother  tongue  of  each.  The  great 
task  before  the  women  of  the  world  Is 
to  strive  thst  tbe  peace  thst  must  coaie 
asoner  or  Ister  shall  be  lasting.  Is  It 
fantsstic  to  believe  thst  in  tbe  ability 
to  onderatand  the  tkoughts  aad  feel- 
ings of  anotkor  nation  ss  embodied  la 
th*  literature  of  tko  past  aa«  the 
spoksn  word  ef  tks  present  lies  one  se- 
cret sf  that  aoodwill  Which  will  one 
day    overcome    the    enmltv    of    nations?

Co-operative  Action  on  Part  of 
Island  Producers  Is  Sought 
— Anti-German  Union  Pro- 
paganda Discussed. 


Several  matters  of  tinunual  Interest 
and  Importance  were  brought  before 
the  council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  yea- 
terday  morninic  at  Its  mcetinK  In  the 
council  chamiMrB.  The  president.  Col. 
the  Hon.  E.  O.  Prior,  wan  in  the  chair, 
and  thoae  present  were  Mr.  C.  II.  Lu- 
grin,  vice-president,  and  Mensra.  F.  A. 
Pauline,  H.  O.  Wilson,  James  Forman. 
Beaumont  Boggs.  C.  T.  Cross,  J.  J. 
Shailcross.  H.  B.  Thomson,  J.  A.  Mara 
and  A.   C.   Franer. 

Several  communlcatyons  In  connec- 
tion with  the  return  of  soldiers  from 
the  front  were  read.  Among  them  was 
a  letter  received  from  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde  acknowledging  the  report  and 
resolutions  sent  to  him  reoently  by 
the  Board  on  the  problem  of  providing 
employment  for  wounded  soldiers  and 
on   the  land   settlement  scheme. 

Sir  Richard,  In  the  courae  of  his 
letter,  atated  that  the  matter  of  find- 
ing pooltlons  for  soldiers  was  being 
considered  by  the  executive,  and  that, 
where  soldiers  could  be  utilized  In  do- 
ing government  work,  they  would  be 
given  preference  over  other  applicants. 
He  further  stated  that  the  land  .set- 
tlement schume,  as  suggested  by  the 
Board  of  Trade,  was  being  given  at- 
tention also.  The  Board  of  Trade,  at 
its  last  quarterly  general  meeting, 
drafted  a  report  recommending  that 
land  should  he  cleared  and  made  ready 
for  occupation,  with  a  view  to  en- 
couraging able-bodied  returning  sol- 
diers to  engai^e  in  farming  after  the 
war.  With  this  suggestion  Sir  Rich- 
ard seems  to  agree,  and.  in  acknowledg- 
ing the  report,  stated  that  he  would 
be  glad  to  meet  a  committee  from  the 
Board  and  go  Into  the  matter  more 
fully.  He  submitted  Information  with 
regard  to  the  regulations  adopted  at 
the  inter-Provincial  conference  held  at 
Ottawa  last  month,  when  the  question 
of  taking  care  of  and  providing  em- 
ployment for  members  of  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Force,  who  returned  to 
Canada  during  the  war,  was  taken  up. 
These  regulations  have  already  ap- 
peared  in    these  columns. 

AntUCenaan  Vnlen 

A  letter  was  brought  before  the 
meeting  from  Mr.  William  Jackson,  of 
East  Sooke,  who  directed  attention  to 
th%  aims  and  objects  of  the  Anti-Ger- 
man Union,  which,  in  short,  endeavors 
to  abolish  Qermap  labor,  boycott  Ger- 
man goods  and  bl()t  out  German  in- 
Ruenoe.  The  matter  was  dlscunned  at 
some  length,  and  it  was  stated  that 
the  union  wab  receiving  strong  sup- 
port in  Ehtgland  and  that  branchei* 
were  being  formed  throughout  the 
British  Empire.  tt  was  decided  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  full  Board 
at  the  monthly  general  meeting,  which 
la   to   be   held    tomorrow    afternoon. 

A  report  from  the  Board's  special 
ahlpbullding  committee,  which  has  been 
collecting  data  with  regard  to  the 
means  of  re-establishing  the  Industry 
In  Victoria  and  British  Columbia  in 
general,  was  considered,  and  notable 
progress  wss  reported  to  have  been 
made. 

The  oonatrurtion  of  the  proposed 
municipal  salt  water  swimming  baths 
was  discussed.  This  matter  was  given 
attention  by  the  Board  of  Trade  aome 
two  years  ago.  when  the-  project  was 
llret  advanced.  A  committee  composed 
of  Mr.  Willlim  Blakemore  and  Mr. 
J  J.  SballcroBs  was  appointed  at  that 
time,  and  this  appointment  was  con- 
flrmed  yeaterday,  so  that  the  same  two 
members  will  continue  to  represent  the 
Board   in  that  capaelty. 

Another  matter  of  interest  intro- 
duoed  for  discussion  waa  the  rate  of 
poetage  charged  on  parcela  addrassed 
to  the  front.  It  wa*  reported  that  the 
tnoraaaed  rares  charged  on  packages 
addressed  to  France  In  comparison 
with  thoae  le|led  on  pnohagea  for 
Great  Britain  and  other  countries  were 
altogether  oat  of  proportion.  The  ea- 
erMtant  rateo  undeuhtedty  had  the 
oSeot  of  deterring  aaany  people  from 
sending  gifta  to  the  troope.  Mr.  Jamea 
Kerwaa  and  Mr.  C  T.  Croea  were  ap- 
pointed to  act  aa  a  ^eelal  committee 
to  tnveetigate  the  matter,  and  a  re- 
port will  pro*>ably  be  made  by  them  at 
tomorrows   meatlng. 

The  canacU.  haying  <eaH  w^th  these 


matters,   turned  Ita  attention     to     the 


drafting  of  tha  agenda  paper  for  the 
general  meeting,  which  will  be  of  very 
general   Interest 

At  the  meeting  a  resolution  will  be 
prevented  looking  to  concerted  action 
between  farmers,  orchardlsts.  dairy- 
men, wholesale  and  retail  merchants 
and  all  others  Interested  In  the  In- 
creaae  of  the  domestic  supply  of  food 
products.      Following   Is    the   resolution: 

"Whereas  farm  products  are  Im- 
ported into  British  Columbia  annually 
to  the  value  of  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars; 

"And  wheruas  a  very  large  part  of 
these  Imports  In  made  up  of  articles 
for  the  production  of  which  the  soil 
the  adjacent  l.slandn  are  well  idapted; 
the  adjacent   Islands  are   well   adopted; 

"And  whereas  upon  the  above-men- 
tioned Islands  there  are  extensive  areas 
of  land  adapted  to  agriculture,  but  as 
yet  only   in  part  utilised; 

"And  whereas  the  4ocaI  supply  of 
farm  products  is  so  Inadetiuate  to 
meet  the  local  demand  that  mer- 
chants are  obliged  to  purchase  them 
elsewhere; 

"And  whereas  the  facility  with 
which  such  products  can  be  Imported 
very  greatly  handicaps  local  Individual 
production; 

"And  whereas  the  money  paTd  by 
the  people  of  this  and  other  British 
Columttia  communities  goes  very  large- 
ly to  producers  living  outside  of  the 
Province,  and  forms  a  considerable 
part  of  the  circulation  In  foreign  coun- 
tries and  stimulates  all  lines  of  busi- 
ness  and    industry,  there; 

"And  whereas  it  is  desirable  that 
the  money  so  sent  abroad  ought,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  be  kept  at  home  and 
by  its.  circuialion  among  ourselves 
stimulate  all  lines  of  business  and  in- 
dustry  here; 

"And  whereas  charges  of  transporta- 
tion, commlsatons.  duties  and  other  ex- 
penses connected-  with  Imported  pro- 
duce must  fall  upon  the  consumer, 
whereby  the  cost  of  living  Is  In- 
creased; 

"And  whereas  to  increase  the  do- 
mestic supply  of  food  products  and  to 
secure  thA  benefltn  attendant  thereon 
it  Is  necessary  that  there  shall  be  co- 
operation among  the  farmers  them- 
selves and  between  the  farmers  and 
the   merchants; 

"Therefore",  be  It  resolved  that  a 
committee  of  Ave  memberH  of  this' 
Board  be  appointed,  whose  duty  It 
shall  be  to  invite  the  various  organl- 
xatlona  on  Vancouver  Island  and  the 
adjacent  Islands  formed  for  the  pro- 
motion of  any  line  or  lines  of  hus- 
bandry and  kindred  industries,  the 
wholesale  and  retail  merchants'  or- 
ganisations, and  such  other  bodies  or 
persons  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  to 
name  representatives  to  act  with  them, 
or  with  such  other  persons  an  this 
Board  may  designate  to  discuss  the 
ways  and  means  of  Increasing  the  do- 
mestic supply  of  farm  products  on 
Vancouver  Island  and  the  adjacent 
islands."

Marine  Corporation  has  deflnitcly  de- 
cided ui>on  a  ten-day  passenger  and 
freight  service  between  Xew  York  and 
San  Francisco  with  the  four  steam- 
ships, Siberia,  Korea.  Kroonland  and 
Finland,  Immediately  iipon  the  re- 
opening of  the  Panama  Canal  to  deep- 
sea  traffic,  waa  the  announcement 
given  out  yesterday  by  Captain  Smith, 
marine  auperlntendent  of  the  line, 
with  headquarters  at  New  York,  who 
was  In  Victoria  for  a  few  hours  in 
company  with  Mr  A.  E.  Disney,  en 
route   to   Seattle- 

The  Panama*Paclfle  Line  was  tem- 
porarily suspended  following  the  tre- 
mendous earfh  movement  In  the  Gall- 
lard  Cut,  Which  completely  diarupted 
all  shipping  routed  via  the  Isthmian 
waterwaj'.  Until  such  time  as  the 
Panama  Canal  is  again  dpened  for 
traffic  the  steamship  Finland  will  he 
operated  between  New  Tork  and  Lon- 
don under  the  American  flag.  She  Is 
due  to  leave  New  York  on  November 
37  for  Falmouth  and  London.  The 
liners  Kroonland,  Siberia  and  Korea 
are  all  making  voyages  from  this 
Coast  with  general  cargo  for  the 
United  Kingdom  by  way  of  the 
Straits  of  Magellan.

XKW  TORK,  Nov.  ».— Earnings  of 
the  International  Mercantile  Marine 
Company  for  September  are  estimated 
to  amount  to  approximately  •4,000,000 
net  after  charges.

Great  Increase  In  Commerce 
of  Port  of  London  Made 
Possible  by  Work  of  Great 
Britain's  Navy. 


NOOTKA  LIGHT  CHANGES 


-  Th«  affact  of  tiM  war  on  tb«  I*ort  of 
I^ndon  vamy  b«  ■ummed  up  by  Mtytns 
that  th«r«  has  b««n  »  continuous  crM- 
c«ndo  In  th«  trade,  and  that  there  la  no 
Indication  that  when  the  climax  la 
reafhed — which  It  haa  not  done  yet — 
there  will  be  any  subnequent  drop  In 
vplume."  Thia  atatement  la  made  by 
Mr,  J.  a.  Brood  bank,  of  the  Port  of 
Loiidun    Authority. 

"It  misbt  have  been  expected,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Broodbank,  "In  vidw  of  the 
prevailing  war  c^dltlona  and  the  enor> 
ntoua  tranaference  oC^Mj^plns  and  cart- 
age to  war  purpoaea,  that  trade  would 
liave  fallen.  That  la  not  ao.  Nor,  de- 
aplte  the  greater  Increaae  in  trade  and 
the  decreaaed  ordinary  facilltlea  for 
dealing  with  it,  haa  there  been  any  con- 
alderable  amount  of  congestion.  The  ar- 
rtingementa  made  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war  have  worked  extremely  well  on 
the  whole,  aa  le  ahown  by  the  very  few 
complaints   we   receive. 

"To  go  round  the  docka  and  quays  of 
the  Thames  at  the  preaent  time  Is  to  be 
given  the  most  Instructive  object-les- 
son In  the  ai|preme  and  silent  work  of 
the  navy  It  la  possible  to  obtain.  Some 
of  the  vast  cargoes  of  gooda  and  mer- 
chandiae  are  for  consumption  at  home; 
some  are  for  the  great  campaigns 
abroad;  aome  of  It  is  for  export;  and  a 
large  proportion  represents  captures  by 
Mis  Majesty's  ships. 

"Take  three  articles  in  which  we  are 
kUy  ifliereated — meat,  grain- «nd- 
wool.  On  iMlance  the  total  imports  of 
meat  into  London  show  an  increase  for 
the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  of 
33.000  tone,  while  the  latest  returns 
show  that  the  shipments  of  meat  to  the 
United  Kingdom  from  July  1  to  August 
30  have  Increased  by  34,000  tons.  Noth- 
ing could  be  more  satisfactory,  having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  France,  which 
before  the  war  shut  her  ports  to  froien 
meat,  is  now  importing  considerable 
quantities  direct  from  South  America 
for  feeding  her  troops.  And  the  demand 
for  meat  is  creating^  fresh  sources  of 
supply.  South  Africa  h  s  begun  to  ex- 
port frosen  meat  to  London,  and  we  even 
bear  of  China  doing  the  aame. 
Wkeat  mo«ln  TMblad 

"Heavy  increases  are  shown  In  the  Im- 
ports of  grain,  the  figures  for  the  port 
for  the  seven  months  being  1,442,000 
tons,  as  againat  1,133,000  tone  last  year 
uata  for  army  purpoaea  account  for 
some  of  the  increaae,  but  the  more  Im- 
portant item  of  wheat  also  ahowa  In  In- 
crease In  receipts;  whilst  the  Port  Au- 
thority's atocka  of  wheat  are  three 
timea  as  large  as  they  ware  when  the 
war  began.  Indian  wheat  has  been  ar- 
riving in  large  Quantitlea,  and  the  fln« 
American  harvest  asaurea  an  ampla  aup- 
ply  from  that  country.  Hence  the  fall 
in  the  price  of  wheat,  although  the  high 
rates  of  freights  caused  by  war  condi- 
tions muift  always  tend  to  prevent  the 
adjustment   of  prices  to  normal  level. 

"In  wool,  for  the  first  seven  months 
of  this  ^-ear  the  imports  Into  London 
were  3S<;000  tons,  against  161,000  tons 
in  the  aame  period  of  1914,  an  exceaa 
of  94,000  tons.  That,  nedless  to  say, 
has  put  a  much  greater  strain  on  the 
resources  of  warehousing  than  ordinari- 
ly obtains,  because  every  sold  bale  haa 
had  to  be  brought  up  to  the  docka,  or 
the  private  wool  warehouaea,  then 
opened,  laid  out  for  inspection,  and 
acwn  up  sRaln.  An  enormoua  business, 
which  has  necoasarily  caused  aome  lit- 
tle amount  of  delay  in  clearancea. 
Today  upwarda  of  200,000  bales  are  in 
the  Authority's  premises  alone,  and  the 
value  of  the  Increased  arrlvala  of  wool 
In  the  gaven  months  (which  practically 
rcprcseaCfe ^diversions  from  the  enemy) 
Is  about  112,000,000. 

"There  Is.  and  has  been,  very  little 
congestion.  The  best  test  of  that  is  the 
number  of  vessels  waiting  at  Oravasend 
for  berths.  Today  there  are  none  ex- 
cept timber  ships,  and  detentlona  of 
(heao  vcaacla  are  not  unusual  at  the  be- 
ginning of  September,  which  la  the  mid- 
dle of  the  season  for  timber  arrlvala.

Manila  Maru  Reports  Arrival 
From  Orient  on  Friday — 
Tacoma  Maru  Will  Berth 
Ahead  of  Her, 


Philip  Ulbba.  The  London  Chronicle's 
curreapondent  at  the  British  headquar- 
ters in  France,  writes:  On  AVeUnesday, 
Octot>cr  13.  as  deacrlbed  by  Sir  John 
French'a  curaniunique  of  the  following 
(lay,  an  attack  was  made  after  a  Jbom- 
bardmcnt,  and  under  cover  of  a  cloud  of 
amoke  and  gas,  upon  the  enemy's 
trenches  aouthwcat  of  Hulluob,  to  the 
HohenaoUern    redoubt. 

We  gained  about  1,000  yarda  of  trench 
Juat  aouth  and  west  of  HuUuch,  but 
were  unable  to  maintain  our  poaltlon 
there  owing  to  ttie  enemy'a  shell  flife. 
Soutliwest  of  St.  Kile  we  captured  and 
held  the  trenchea  behind  the  Vermelles- 
UuUucti  road  and  southwestern  edge  of 
the  Quarries;  another  trench  on  the 
northweatern  face  of  the  Quarries  «-aa 
taken;  and  we  captured  the  main  trench 
of  the  Hohenaollem  redoubt,  although 
the  enemy  was  left  in  two  communica- 
tion trenches  between  the  redoubt  and 
the  Quarries. 

Owing  to  the  character  of  the  battle- 
ground and  the  fine  clear  day  it  was 
posalble  to  obtain  a  view  of  thla  action 
from  the  neighboring  countryside  as  for 
as  one  can  see  any  modern  battle.  It  Is 
curious  Indeed  that  large  numbers  of 
villagers  living  around  the  alack  heapa 
and  the  plt-hcada  of  this  mining  dis- 
trict did  actually  watch  the  terrific 
bombardment,  roused  to  a  new  interest 
in  the  spectacle  of  war,  which  has  be- 
come a  monotonous  and  familiar  thing 
nf  tbalr   Uvea,    becauae  the  tatensUy 


rylag  on.  until  -  they  disappeared  in  the 
drifting  clouds. 

It  was  all  that  one  could  see  of  ou^ 
infantry  attack,  led  by  the  twmbcra 
The  enemy  were  Qrlnv  tempeaU  of 
ahella.  Some  of  them  were  curiously 
colored,  of  a  pinkiah  hue,  or  with  or- 
ange-ahaped  pufia  of  vivid  green.  They 
were  poliM>n  sheila,  giving  our  «>oxioua 
gaaea. 


All  the  chemistry  of  deaUi  was  iKHired 
out  on  both  aides. 

Below  It,  and  In  It,  our  men  fought 
with  a  fierce  valor,  and  In  theae  fielda 
swept  by  shell  fire  from  heavy  guns 
reaotied  the  enemy's  trenches  and  earth- 
works. For  1,000  yarda  they  captured 
the  German  first  line  trench,  to  the 
oouth  and  west  of  Hullucb.  and  swept 
up  the  main  trench  of  the  Hohenxullem 
redoubt. 

But  the  enemy  was  strong,  as  usual. 
In  machine  guns,  and  held  on  to  some  of 
their  trenches  with  a  desperate  courage, 
while  those  which  we  had  captured  came 
under  the  fire  of  their  batteries. 

There  were  many  acta  of  magnificent 
courage  and  a  superb  endurance  of  tlie 
officers  and  men  In  this  difficult  posi- 
tion. Only  by  the  most  resolute  valor 
have  they  held  to  the  ground  which  waji 
gained  at  the  coat  of  many  lives.

Wireless  reports  from  the  Manila 
Maru  state  that  the  newest  of  the 
Osaka  Shosen  Kalsha  fleet  will  reach 
William  Head  at  daybreak  on  Friday.

the  Osaka  Shosen  Kalsha.  She  left  U««» 
bulldera'  yards  at  Nagasaki  two  montha 
ago,  and  upon  beiiig  taken  ovet  by  the 
company  was  first  dispatched  from 
Yokohama  to  Hongkong. 

The  liner  Hawaii  Maru,  which  haa

will  reach  William  Head  tomorrow  fore- 
noon. In  the  event  of  good  weather  be- 
ing experienced  outside,  there  la  a  pos- 
slbillty  that  ahe  may  reach  the  station 
tonight.  The  freight  steamers  Toson 
Maru  and  Kelshin  Maru ,  are  coming 
along  at  a  much  slower  gait,  and  it  is 
not  expected  that  they  will  report  un- 
til passing  in  at  Cape  Flattery.  Both 
frdghtera   are   looked   for  on   Friday.

Major-Oeneral  Oeorge  W.  Ooethals,  Oov- 
ernor  of  the  Canal  Zone,  contlnuea  to 
maintain  an  attitude  of  reticence,  de- 
clining to  commit  himself  on  any  defi- 
nite date  for  reopening  the  canal  In 
view  of  the  uncertainty  of  allde  condi- 
tions in  the  Gaillard  cut.  General  Ooe- 
thala  declares  that  it  Is  still  too  early 
to  make*  predictions  because  a  large 
movement  of  earth  can  happen  at  any 
time,  although  none  now  is  actually  in 
sight. 

"Oeneral  Ooethals  expressed  gratifica- 
tion at  the  progress  being  made  by  the 
dredging  fieet,  which  is  coping  with  a 
tremendous  task  in  view  of  the  vant 
qbantlty  of  earth  set  In  motion  by  th«> 
last  allde.  Although  General  Goethaln 
would  not  set  a  daU  on  which  he 
thought  ^the  canaA  might  he  reopenrd, 
other  caiwl  englneera  exprraaed  the  con- 
viction that  a  aufflclent  channel  would 
be  obtained  eonaidenCbly  before  th»>  first 
of  the  year  which  would  permit  the  pas- 
sage of  llght-draught   vrMi<>|a.

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our  artillery  fire  and  the  volumes  of 
smoke  clouds  and  a  certain  strange, 
whitish  vapor  which  was  wafted  from 
our  lines  towards  the  enemy  atlrred 
their  Imaginations,  dulled  by  the  dally 
din  of  guns  to  a  sense  of  something  be- 
yond the  usual  flight  of  shells  In  this 
part  of  the  war  zone. 

"The  BnfUsh  Are  AttaektagU' 

"The  English  are  attacking  again!" 
was  tbe  message  which  brought  out 
these  poor  people  of  misery  who  cling 
to  dwelling-places  menaced  by  the  de- 
struction of  next-door  nelghbora,  and 
who  plow  fields  already  furrowed  by  blta 
of   ahell. 

They  climbed  to  the  black  peaks  of 
their  alag  hills  and  stared  into  the  mlat, 
where,  beyond  the  brightness  of  the  Aut- 
umn sun,  men  were  fighting  and  dying. 
It  waa  the  aame  scene  which  I  saw 
more  than  a  fortnight  ago  now  when 
I  looked  above  the  parapet  of  the  trench 
by.  the  Loos  redoubt — a  fiat,  bare  plain 
criss-crossed  with  the  whitish  earth  of 
the  trenches  rising  a  little  towards 
Loos  and  then  falling  again  so  that  in 
the  village  there  only  the  '"Tower 
Bridge"  was  visible,  with  Its  steel  gir- 
ders, glinting  a  little,  very  high  over 
the   horizon  line.

To  the  left  the  ruins  of  Hulluch  fret- 
ted the  low-lying  clouds  of  smoke,  and 
beyond,  a  huddle  of  broken  houses  far 
away,  was  the  town  of  Uuisnes. 

There  was  no  sign  to  be  seen  of  the 
famous  quarries.  In  which  many  dead 
Holdiers  lie,  but  their  position  could  be 
guessed  by  the  ahella  which  bunched 
above   them. 

Fosse  8  and  the  Hohenaollern  redoubt 
were  black  hills  looming  vaguely 
through  drifting  clouds  of  thick  and 
sluggish    vapor. 

On  the  edge  of  this  great  battle- 
uround  the  fielda  were  tawny  under  the 
golden  light  of  the  Autumn  aun  and  the 
broken  towers  of  village  churches,  red 
roofs  shattered  by  shell  fire,  trees 
stripped  bare  of  all  leaves  before  the 
wind  of  Autumn  touched  them  were 
painted  with  clear  outlines  against  the 
grey-blue  of   the   aky. 

Our  guns  were  Invisible.  Not  one  of 
all  those  batteries  which  were  massed 
over  a  wide  stretch  of  country  could  be 
located  by  a  aearching  glass.  But  when 
the  bombardment  began  It  seemed  as 
tliough  our  shells  came  from  every 
field  and  village  for  mllea  beck,  behind 
the  lines. 

The  glitter  of  those  bursting  sheila 
stabbed  through  the  smoke  of  their  ex- 
plosion with  little  twinkling  flashes, 
like  tho  sparkle  of  Innumerable  mirrors 
helloKraphIng  messages  of  death.  There 
was  one  incessant  roar  rising  and  fall- 
InR  In   waves   of  prodigious  sound. 

The  whole  line  of  battle  was  In  a  grey- 
ish mlrk,  which  obscured  all  land- 
marks, so  that  even  the  "Tower  Bridge" 
was  but  faintly  vlalble.

But  presently,  when  our  artillery  lift- 
ed, there  were  new  clouds,  arising  from 
the  ground  and  spreading  upwards  In  a 
great  dense  curtain  of  a  fleecy  texture. 
They  came  from  our  smoke  ahella. 
which  were  to  mask  our  Infantry  at- 
tack. Through  them  and  beyond  them 
rolled  another  wave  of  cloud,  a  thinner, 
whiter  vapor,  which  clung  to  the  ground 
and  then  curled  forward  to  the  enemy'a 
lines. 

•That's  our  gas!"  said  a  voice  on  one 
of  the  slag  heaps,  amidst  a  little  group 
of  observera 

"And  the  wind  is  dead  right  for  It,' 
said  another  voice. 

"The  Germans. will  get  a  taste  of  it 
this  time! " 

Then  there  was  silence,  and  some  of 
those  observers  held  their  breath  as 
though  that  gas  had  caught  their  own- 
throats  and  choked  them  a  little.  They 
tried  to  pierce  through  that  great  bar 
of  cloud,  to  see  the  drama  l)«hind  its 
curtain— men  caught  In  those  fumes,  the 
terror-stricken  flight  before  its  advance, 
the  andden  cry  of  the  enemy  trapped  In 
their  duR-outa.  Imagination  leapt  out, 
through  Invisibility,  to  the  realixaMon 
of  the  thinga  that  were  happening  l>e- 
yond.

"1  liad  intended  to  say  a  few  words 
*|>""t  this  great  man  and  I  have  been 
writing  lilslory:  The  Ureek  nation  and 
the  Greeks,  all  over  the  world,  have 
the  right  to  be  proud  of  him,  and  It 
is  their  duty  to  be  so.  For  us,  hla 
friends.  It   Is   our  duty   to  love  hUn." 

That  is  how  Jionsleur  Take  Joneacu, 
the  Roumanian  otateaman,  refera  to  his 
friend.  Monsieur  Kleutherlos  Venlselos, 
and  It  Is  a  very  happy  tribute  for  the 
life  of  the  famoua  Greek  haa,  indeed, 
been  history  making.  The  tribute  oc- 
cura  In  a  preface  written  by  M.  Joneacu 
to  a  book  on  Venlselos  Juat  pub- 
lished. The  author  la  Dr.  Kerofllas,  a 
friend  of  the  Greek  ex-Premier,  and 
so  the  book  has  the  right  qualltlea  of 
Knowledge,  and   Intimacy. 

When  We  think  of  an  eminent  man, 
especially  a  "born  statesman,"  we  in- 
stinctively want  to  see  him,  to  know 
how  he  looks  to  the  eye,  says  The 
London  Chronicle.  M.  Take-  Jonescu 
describes  M.  VenUelos  with  having — 
"That  head,  like  a  Byzantine  eaint 
straight  from  a  church  freaco,  that 
gentle  and  penetrating  glance.  that 
subtle  smile,  that  irreaiatlble  sympathy 
which  radiates  from  all  his,  being,  the 
almost  girlish  modesty,  all  the  more 
charming  when  combined  with  a  will 
of   iron.  ..." 

A  TlfBatte. 

To  this  Dr.  Kerofilas  adds  a  more 
outward  vignette  of  his  friend  and  hero, 
the  Greek  ex-Premler; 

•M.  Venlseloe  la  very  simple  in  his 
dress  and  gives  somewhat  the  Impres- 
sion of  a  Protestant  pastor,  with  his 
gold-rlmmed  specUcles.  behind  which 
sparkle  the  ke«n  eyes  which  reveal 
his  steadfast  soul." 

Then  what,  In  temperament,  is  the 
Cretan-born  boy  who  now,  more,  per- 
haps,  even  than  King  Constantlne, 
holds  the  destinies  of  Greece  In  his 
hands?     Dr.    Kerofilas   thinks   he  was— 

"An  absolute  revelation  to  the  cold 
and  phlegmatic  English.  Simple,  and 
unaaauming,  the  Cretan  leader  soon 
won  all  sympathies:  two  Inscrutable 
eyes  gleamed  through  hla  glasses,  his 
lips  wore  a  perpetual  smile,  his  sole 
reply  to  the  importunate  who  tried  to 
unearth   his  secrets." 

Having  seen  a  man  in  plcturea,  and 
had  hla  characteriatics  described,  we 
next  want  to  learn  of  his  school  of 
thought  as  governing  his  action.  The 
political  catechlam  of  Monsieur  Venl- 
selos Is  expressed  In  this  remark  by 
himself: 

"A  party  ahould  not  be  founded  sole- 
ly on  numerical  atrength,  but  It  also 
needs  moral  principles,  without,  which 
it  cannot  do  useful  work  or  inspire  con- 
fidence." 

What  Venlxelos  haa  already  done  may 
be  taken,  circumstances  permitting,  as 
an  Indication  of  what  more  he  will  yet 
do.     Dr.    Kerofilas   declares   t%at — 

"He  found  Greece  small,  misunder- 
stood, humiliated:  he  made  her  great: 
twice  victorious,  covered  with  glory, 
and  confident  In  the  future.  What 
higher  praise  can  be  given  to  a  statea- 
man?  He  Is  a  tremendous  worker,  and 
he  never  seems  to  tire,  never  seems, 
like   other   men.   to   need   rent: 

"Often,  for  example,  after  a  night 
of  Parliamentary  debates,  deputies  ask 
him  what  time  he  can  be  seen  at  the 
Mlni8tr>-  the  following  day.  "Come 
and  see  me  at  eight  o'clock"  la  tbe  In- 
variable answer." 

He  brought  a  new  atmosphere,  thla 
rough-hewn.  highly-educated  Cretan, 
Into   the   atmosphere   of   Greek   politics: 

"The  politicians  of  the  paat  revelled 
In  fine  speeches  and  encouraged  the 
masses  in  impossible  dreams.  M.  Ven- 
lselos changed  all  that;  Instead  of  ex- 
tolling the  heroism  of  Themlstocles 
and  Canaris,  he  followed  their  example 
by  preparing  Greek  forces  on  land  and 
sea,  which  la  Infinitely  preferable." 
■Monjtb  aa«  ChOtaM. 

Yes,  he  Is  the  strong  man.  aa  well 
aa  the  cultured  man.  When  the  Bal- 
kan Conference  was  fitting  In  London 
he  talked  with  Daneff.  the  leader  of 
the  Bulgarians,  and  this  Is  what  he 
said: 

"Salonlca  le  not  In  the  hands  of  the 
armies,  but  under  the  Government  of 
the  King  of  Greece.  Salonica  belongs 
to  Oreee»  hy  historical  right  of  eon- 
quest.  And  I  can  tell  you  this:  Greece 
will  consent  to  any  other  saertllee  In 
order  to  malnUIn  the  Balkan  Alliance, 
but  give  ap  Salonlca.  oerer.   never!" 

Monsieur  Venlseloe  Is  no  "courtier." 
We  ere  told,  but  neither  is  he  an  antl- 
royalist.  end  this  may  be  borne  in  mind 
when  we  estimate  his  relations  with 
the  King  of  Oreece.  whoao  wife  le  a 
ateter  of  tbe  Kaiser.  He  has  dreams. 
tnit  la  no  sentlmentallat,  and  perhape 
bo  only  once  pabttcly  displayed  emo- 
tion. That  erae  when  he  epoke  to  peo- 
ple *o  nenr  to  Mm  that  tbey  "repre- 
sented Ma  rawtb,  wMeb  wa«  fading 
away."  an4  all  be  emalt  nay  was:  "My 
dear  fellow -el  tlsesM."  He  haa  4on9 
grant  tblnga.  and  win  do  other*,  bat 
there  la  a  4e«»  aa4i»eae  in  hla  heart, 
for  he  loot  the  ye«n«  wife  of  hla  u.ve. 
aa4  now  has  owty  love  for  his  ronntry 
tbe  waking  of  a  better  werld. 

e   I   touof 
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Mr.  Lovat  Fraser  Discusses 
Situation  of  Hellenes — M. 
Venizelos  Is  Creator  of  Bal- 
kan Unity. 


The  position  of  Qrceeo  la  obgeure.  The 
published  reports  present  It  as  a  con- 
flict between  the  pereonal  viewe  of  M 
Venlselos  and  of  King  Constantlne.  We 
may  be  reasonably  sure  that  there  are 
at  least   four  other  factors  at  work. 

They  are,  first,  the  feeling  of  the 
higher  officers  of  the  Greek  army  aul 
navy;  second,  the  hostility  of  the  poli- 
tical rivala  of  M.  Venlxelos;  third,  the 
populace;  and  fourth,  the  German  Km- 
peror,  whose  sister  is  the  Queen  of 
Greece. 

It  is  necessary  to  consider  quite  dis- 
paaaionately  the  peculiar  poaltlon  of 
King  Conatantlne,  writes  Lovat  Fraser,  a 
noted  authority  on  Near  E^astem  af- 
fairs. It  may  be  doubted  whether  he 
cherishes  the  least  personal  hostility  to 
thla  country  or  to  Russia  or  France^ 
The  probable  explanation  of  the  King's 
attitude  is  that  he  has  friends  and  re- 
lations in  both  camps  and  that  he  la 
seated  on  a  somewhat  slippery  throne. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  King  of 
Greece  was  not  very  popular  with  his 
subjects  when  he  was  Crown  Prince.  He 
was  blamed,  and  quite  unfairly  blamed, 
for  the  defeat  of  Greece  In  the  Turco- 
Oreek  War  of  1117.  The  real  causo  of 
that  defeat  waa  that  the  Greeks  plunged 
rashly  Into  war  for  w'hlch  they  were 
totally  unprepared.  They  thought 
otherwiae,  and  aought  a  scapegdat. 

The  Crown  Prince  became  the  object 
of  public  wrath.  For  fifteen  years,  un- 
^1  he  led  hts  victorious  troops  Into 
Salonlca,  hla  military  r^utatlon  suf- 
fered eclipae.  The  Queen  will  probably 
never  forget  how  ahe,  the  daughter  of 
an  emperor,  waa  afterwarda  hooted  and 
even  stoned  In  the  streets  of  Volo. 
The  Athenian  Way 

These  feellnga  long  played  a  promi- 
nent part  In  Greek'  polltlca.  The  Greek 
people  have  often  treated  their  royal 
family  with  scant  consideration.  A  few 
years  ago  I  was  seated  smoking  a  re- 
flective morning  pipe  on  the  wall  of  the 
Parthenon,  when  I  saw  a  great  mob 
sweep  Into  the  open  apace  In  front  of 
the  palace.  The  people  rushed  Into  the 
grounds.  Their  shouts  and  execrations 
floated  upwards.  I  picked  up  my  field- 
glasses  and  prepared  to  watch  the  In- 
teresting spectacle  of  a  modern  revo- 
lution In  full  blast.  Nothing  whatever 
happened.  It  was  simply  the  Athenian 
way. 

Six  years  ago  the  feeling  In  the  Greek 
army  and  navy  aaalnat  the  princes  o* 
the  royal  family  came  to  a  head.  The 
agitation  waa  not  directed  against  the 
late  King  George,  but  against  the  pres- 
ent King  Constantlne  and  his  brothers, 
who  were  held  to  have  neglected  their 
duties,  and  also  against  the  numerous 
politicians  who  were  alleged  to  be 
starving  the  forces.  A  Military  League 
was  formed,  and  for  a  time  It  controlled 
the  country.  The  man  who  rescued 
Greece  from  these  unhappy  troubles  was 
M.  Venizelos.  He  was  summoned  from 
Crete  and  .  eoon  proved  himself  the 
ablest  statesman  In  the  Balkans.  The 
Military  League,  which  had  become  ex- 
cessively dictatorial  and  oppressive,  was 
by  tacit  consent  allowed  to  lapse.  The 
army  and  navy  were  greatly  strength- 
ened and  Improved.  M.  Veniseloa  be- 
came the  real  creator  of  Balkan  unity, 
so  soon  to  break  asunder. 

His  motto  was,  "The  Balkans  for  the 
Balkan  peoples."  He  originated  the 
Balkan  League,  under  which  Greek 
troops  Joined  their  nelghbora  la  march- 
ing to  victory  over  the  Turk.  The  de- 
feat of  1897  was  avenged.  The  world 
aaw  that  Greeks  could  fight  with  valor, 
as.  indeed,  they  had  done  under  most 
adverse  conditions  fifteen  years  before. 
The  Crown  Prince  found  himself  a  popu- 
lar idol,  and  when  he  ascended  the 
throne  after  his  father  was  assasainat- 
ed  at  Salonlca  in  March,  1913,  he  had 
no  reason  to  complain  of  the  warmth  of 
his  reception. 

These  facts  are  recited  because  clear- 
ly they  have  some  bearing  upon  recent 
developments.  Twice  this  year  King 
Constantlne  has  brought  about  the  resig- 
nation of  M.  VenUelos.  He  must  be  con- 
scious of  warm  support  somewhere 
within  his  kingdom.  Does  he  receive  It 
from  the  army?  The  Greek  troops  have 
been  trained  by  French  officers;  the 
Greek  artillery  la  of  French  construc- 
tion. On  the  other  hand,  many  of  the 
Greek  staff  officers,  as  well  as  the  King 
himself,  received  their  military  train- 
ing In  Germany.  It  must  be  assumed 
that  King  Conatantlne  believes  that  to- 
day the  leaders  of  tbe  army  are  with 
him. 

Tbe  Kaiser  Behind  tbe  ffoenea 
The  King's  relations  with  M.  Venl- 
xelos are  believed  to  have  always  been 
marked  by  a  certain  constraint,  the  kind 
of  constraint  which  a  monarch  not  too 
secure  of  his  own  position  would  be 
likely  to  feel  towards  a  powerful  and 
extremely  able  democratic  statesman 
who  is  beloved  by  the  populace.  .Tet 
there  haa  been  no  open  rupture,  and  M. 
Venlselos  Is  far  too  patriotic  a  Greek  to 
precipitate  a  rupture..  His  Instincts  are 
constitutional. 

And  the  populace?  I  fancy  no  for- 
eigner can  attempt  to  analyze  the  some- 
what variable  and  perhaps  capricious 
emotions  of  the  Greek  populace.  We 
can  only  turn  to  facts.  M.  Venlselos 
was  recalled  to  power  by  a  majority. 
He  had  a  majority  for  hla  policy  in  the 
Chamber  this  week.  Hla  political  op- 
ponents are  powerful  and  vigorous,  but 
they  show  no  manifest  dispoeition  to  ac- 
quiesce in  German  embraces,  and  most 
ceruinly  they  bare  no  love  for  Bulgaria. 
It  is  probable  tbat  the  domestic  strug- 
gle In  Greece  Is  really  over  tbe  choice  of 
two  paths.  One  path,  which  has  as  Its 
signposts  treaty  obligations  the  charac- 
ter of  which  are  In  dispute,  leads  to  tbe 
support  of  Serbia  and  the  beginning  of 
boetilitles  against  Bulgaria  In  conjune- 
tlon  with  the  forces  of  the  Rntente 
Powers.  The  other  path  leads  toward 
tbe  continuance  of  en  extremely  pre- 
carious neutrality. 

The  dominating  motive  of  King  CMi- 
atantino— and  It  la  perfectly  underetand- 
able— Is  doubtleas  reluctance  to  draw 
the  sword  against  bis  wife's  brother. 
He  know*,  otoreover.  that  tbe  Greek  no- 
tion as  a  whole  is  by  no  means  so  unit- 
ed oa  a  aatlofi  considering  a  plunge 
Into  war  sfeooM  ba.  TlM  *«i^i^  ^g^. 
ferenees  are  raeolsa  by  tiM  «•*■•«  la 
tbe  Cbaaber.

HISTORIC  SCENE  IS 


How  the  Guards'  Brigade 
Passed  Through  Lines  of 
Cheering  Soldiers  to  a  Well- 
Earned  Rest. 


(By    Philip   OlbbK) 

For  the  most  part  all  pomp  and  pa- 
geantry have  disappeared  from  war,  and 
ni-re  lu  llnndcrs  It  In  bu8lnci<H  all  the 
time — grim,  unemotional,  and  with  no 
outwaril    nlgn    of    romanou. 

Yet  one  rare  memory  of  the  war 
will  may  with  me,  beCHUse,  for  once 
In  a  way.  men  came  out  of  their 
trenrhcM  for  a  ceremony  In  whirli  hcu- 
tlment  played  a  part,  when  the  tramp 
ot  soldlera  down  a  highway  ntlrred 
one's  heart  more  than  tbe  beat  of 
drums  as  they  inarched  between  linen 
of  comrades  who  had  i-ome  to  choor 
them.  It  was  a  farewMI  by  the  Second 
Olvislou   to   the  Guards'   Brigade. 

When  the  Hrnt  British  Expeditlonsry 
Force  landed  in  Franoe  the  Guards 
formed  a  part  of  that  Hecond  Dl^i8lon, 
and  sts]-ed  with  It  until  another  year 
had  passed,  through  all  those  adven- 
tures which  history  has  already  writ- 
ten dowu.  at  least  In  outline,  for  last- 
ing remembrance.  The  2nd'  battalion 
of  Grenadiers,  the  Irish  Guards,  and 
the  fnd  and  Srd  battalions  of  the  Cold- 
stream Ou.irdH  formed  the  brigade 
which  fought  at  Mons  end  Le  Cateau. 
at  the  battle  of  the  Marne  after  the 
heroic  retreat  which  ended  in  a  pursuit 
of  the  enemy,  at  tha  first  battle  of 
Ypres,  when  they  barred  the  way  to 
Calais,  not  only  with  the  unsurrender- 
Ing  aoula  of  living  men,  hut  with  the 
lines  of  their  dead  and  wounded,  and 
at  Culnchy  and  Olvenchy,  where  they 
held  the  linn  With  a  grim  enduranc* 
against   all    tho   enemy's   atUcks. 

It  waa  no  wonder,  then,  that  when 
this  brigade  left  the  Second  Division 
tbe  leavetaklng  should  be  something 
more  than  a  nod  to  old  comrades  and  a 
casual  passing  down  the  road  with 
bag  and  baggage.  Without  any  cere- 
mony, it  is  true,  hundreds  of  them  had 
already  gone  away,  without  even  a  cry 
of  farewell,  or  the  "au  revoir"  they 
had  learnt  In  France.  They  had  gone 
between  the  flash  Of  the  gnn  and  the 
burnt  of  a  shfcU.  and  had  Joined  those 
battalions  of  the  dead  whosa  pale  sha- 
dows make  a  big  army  on  the  other 
side  of  the  river.  But  It  was  right 
that  the  living  ahould  pass  along  to 
other  battlegreunda  with  music  to  play 
them  out  and  with  friendly  shoots  to 
lift  their  hearts  up. 

A  Sekttet^   OersaMay. 

It  wan  'a  soldier's  ceremony.  Out- 
side Bethune,  where  detachment*  from 
other  regiments  in  the  division  were 
drawn  up  to  make  a  living  line  through 
whicb  the  Ouarda  would  march,  there 
was  no  great  crowd  of  FrencJi  cltlsenn. 
OiUy  a  few  frowsy  women  and  girls 
and  scattered  groape  of  aonall  efctldren 
gathered  ontslde  the  rewe  of  aqaalld 
cottages,  wandeiring  what  all  thla  tramp 
ot  men  might  be.  and  why  they  were 
drawn  up  la  rank,  aad  wkat  tkey  wait- 
ed for. 

It  waa  eight  o'clock  In  the  morning; 
with  a  dank  mist  stilt  clinging  after 
a  wet  night  to  the  llelda.  and  creeping 
in  a  ghostly  way  abeut  the  clunipe 
of  tree*  beyond,  and  veili^  the  broad 
view  of  the  Sat  Freacb  laadseape.     la 


la  a  muffled  way  oaote  the  shock  of 
gun*  Ortag  somewhere  down  by  La 
Bassee  or  Festubert.  as  a  reminder  that 
though  the  Guards  might  be  going 
there  would  b«  ao  moment'a  paua*  in 
the  bualneaa  of  war. 

A  number  of  stall  oAcers  cantered 
up  the  road,  wheeled  round,  aad  took 
up  positioB.  A  few  mlnuUs  later  two 
geaerals  rods  up.  followed  by  a  mount- 
ed man  with  the  pennon  of  tbe  BecoiU 
Divialon.  "ptey  were  generals  com- 
mandlac  the  division  and  the  brigade 
respectively,  and  for  both  of  them  It 
waa  rather  a  aad  meeting,  becauae  on 
each  side  there  was  an  inevitable  re- 
gret at  this  change  in  the  formation 
of  s  division  which,  with  a  Sae  com- 
radeship smong  its  units  and  a  com- 
mon loyalty,  had  made  great  hlatory 
and  suflTered  great  ordeals,  and  aeen 
much   death   together. 

Along  from  Bethune  eame  the  faint 
music  of  a  distant  brass  band,  swell- 
ing louder  and  louder  until  one  could 
bear  the  rhythm  of  it  beaten  out  by 
tbe  tramp,  tramp  of  marching  men. 
The  Grenadier  Guards  were  coming  to 
a    swinging    tunc. 

It  was  flne  to  see  them.  '  There  were 
msny  men  among  them  who  lt*d  been 
brought  up  from  the  reserves  to  All 
those  gaps  which  had  been  mowed  Into 
the  ranks  at  Ypres.  but  all  had  the 
look  of  veterans,  and  all  had  seen 
death,  not  once,  but  many  times,  very 
close  In  the  eyes.  Tall  men,  bard  as 
steel,  and  with  the  resilience  of  steel, 
thin,  but  in  perfect  health,  broneed  to 
the  color  of  their  khaki,  with  resolute 
Jaws  and  stern  eyes  a  little  sunken 
below  their  cheek-bones — they  were 
soldiers  a  general  might  love  to  look 
upon,  knowing  that  such  men  as  these 
would  not  fail  him  In  the  hour  of  ex- 
treme peril,  but  would  flght  and  endure 
and  hold  on,  and  die  with  a  fierce  scorn 
of  any  yielding  or  euri'ender.  Had 
they   not   done  so? 

The  general  of  the  division  seemed 
to  remember  how  they  had  done  so. 
Ar^  each  company  passed  to  the  sharp 
command  of  "Kyes  right."  and  an  each 
company  offlcer  raised  his  hand  to  his 
field  cap,  the  Rcneral's  own  salute  wan 
not  stiff  and  formal.  It  was  a  greet- 
ing to  comrades  whom  he  grieved  to 
lose.      His    eyen,    the      gesture    of      hln 


hand,   wished   them   good   luck,   thanked 
them  for  all  they  had  been  to  him.  The 
emotion   of  his  face  was  easy  to  read. 
And    by    his    side    was    the      brlgadle*, 
looking    at    all    these    men    under   Itis 
command     in    a    genial,    fatherly     wayi 
Yes,    the    Guards    were   all    right.     They 
had    taken    their  old  place  In   Armaged- 
don   and    would     stick     to     It.     In     the 
trenches    or    out    of   them — best    of    all 
out  of  them— where  they  could  see  the 
enemy   and    get   near   him. 
A  Viae  SeaA-OS 
From    the    ranks   lining   each   side    of 
the   road    there   came  a   (oU    of  cheers. 
"Hurrah!"   Khaki   caps   waved.     "Cheers 
for   the    Grenadiers!"     Those   comrades- 
in-arm^  gave  a  flne  send-oflC  to  the  men 
who     had     seen     the     things     they    had 
seen,    and     passed     through     the     same 
flres. 

Another  band  came.  I  could  not 
catch  the  tune  of  it,  but  knew  the 
Irish  Guards  who  followed  Its  lilt. 
They  yielded  nothing  to  the  Grenadiers 
In  sixe  or  fitness,  but  were  on  the  same 
flne  level  of  equality,  a»  tough,  and  as 
hard,  and  as  resolute.  There  were 
some  giants  among  them,  and  by  the 
smile  of  a  young  offlcer — he  had  dined 
by  my  side  the  night  before— I  was 
able  to  nee  Mike  O'Leary.

But  it  was 
not  these  battalions  who  fell  in  heaps 
at  Ypres  in  the  second  battle  of  that 
awful  salient,  so  that  great  blocks  of 
gallant  names  appeared  in  tbe  casual- 
ty lists.  The  men  now  marching  paat 
had  been  spared  that  tragedy,  but  they, 
too,  knew  all  the  different  sounds  of 
death  by  the  scream  and  whine  of  the 
shells,  and  from  Mons  to  the  Aisne, 
and  from  the  Aiane  to  Ypres,  and 
alnge  at  Culnchy  and  Olvenchy  they 
have  fought  as  the  Coldstreamers 
have  always  fought,  aa  grim  and  dour 
men. 

So  the  Guards'  Brigade  passed  down 
the  cheering  lines  of  soldiers  from  the 
other  regiments  of  their  old  division, 
followed  by  their  transport,  with  trav- 
eling kitchens  and  smoky  chimneys 
and  hearth-brooms  sticking  out  of  the 
carts  like  those  on  gipsy  vans,  and 
all  tbe  baggage  which  goes  with  a 
brigade  in  the  field.  Tbe  Guards  had 
gone   from   their  former   place,   as   one 


day,  I  auppose,  all  our  men  In  khaki 
will  go  from  these  roads  in  Flanders, 
leaving  heroic  memories  and  many 
gboata  behind.  The  bands  and  thb 
regiments  1  detachments  marched  back 
to  their  billets  behind  the  firing  line, 
and  the  general  of  the  division,  with 
a  last  look  towards  the  fine  men  who 
had  been  under  his  command,  put  hfs 
horse  to  the  gallop  up  the  steep  bank 
and  across  tbe  fields  of  stubble,  fol- 
lowed by  a  cavalcade  of  staff  offioera. 
The  historic  scene  waa  ended.

Sir— In  View  of  the  facts  that  the  vote 
on  Organic  Church  Union  is  being 
taken  In  Presbyterian  Churches 
throughout  this  Provlnca  xhortly  and 
that  many  of  our  people  arc  looking 
to  their  ministers  for  counsel  on  tho 
question,  the  undersigned  ministers  de- 
Hire  to  make  the  following  ststementis 
through   the  press: 

(1)  The  nuestlon  to  be  voted  en  Is 
net  union  In  tht  abstract,  but  union 
on  a  certain  basis,  and  this  baste,  on 
examination,  la  found  to  detract  from 
the  authority  of  !4rrlptHrc  as  the  Word 
of  Ood,  las  In  Its  requirements  as  to 
doctrinal  teachlnr,  and,  In  Its  proposed 
form  of  government,  autocratic  and 
distinctly  out  of  tympathy  with  the 
right  Of  the  common' people  to  control 
the  affairs  of  the  Church. 

(3)  The  iiuestion  to  be  voted  on  la 
not  the  question  of  unity  and  fellow- 
ship between  al°.  Christian  people  but 
the  question  of  forcing  people  of  dif- 
ferent types  and  training  and  tradi- 
tions Into  one  organisation.  Wc  all 
believe  )n  unity  and  fellowship  with 
all  Christian  people,  and  we  bolleva 
In  tha  churches  working  together  as 
allloa.  but  this  does  not  moan  putting 
an  end  to  aaparato  organlsstlona  with 
all  their  Ins.Mrltig  hiatory.  British. 
Pronch.  Russian.  Italian.  Balglan.  Sarb- 
Ian  allies  era  fighting  for  a  csmmon 
end  but  behind  the  soldiers  of  aach 
la  the  history  of  their  nation  to  In- 
aplre  them  to  rreat  deoda.'  To  blot 
•at  separate  natlonalitloa  •r  chvrvhaa 
la  to  deatroy  r  migbty  laesatlva  ta 
victory. 

(S)  Home  are  ;4aylng  i^hat  we  need  a 
conaelldallon  of  rhurc>.oa  to  raise  tha 
moral  tone  snd  prevent  ouch  calam- 
ities as  war,  but,  aa  a  matter  of  fact. 
Germany,  the  real  Inatlgator  of  thia 
war.  haa  aae  aaifonn  conselldatad 
Protoataat  Church,  but  sa  In  sll  atMh 
eaaaa  In  hlatorr.  that  Cbuiwh  l»as  boon 
•o  weak  aplrltually  that  vital  religion 
died  out  In  Germany  and  we  aee  tha 
rasnit.  Praedom  la  the  eaaoitce  of 
ProtastantlsiB.  and  revivals  of  rollgioQ 
bavo  alwars  c«na  wWa  man  r«fBsad 
to  have  their  <oaso4saga«  and  oonvle- 
tlona    qacllod    by    outward    authority.

(d»  Oavoiit  mliula  ab^d  not  bo  mlf- 
led  by  tbe  Idea  toiit^our  Lrf>rd  In  i!ls 
prayer  for  HIa  diapt'plea  "tbi't  thoy  may 
OS  oac,"  referred   to  Organic    Union. 

(0>  There  are  some  who  claim  that 
union  la  neceasary  for  mlaslona.  but 
thla  la  not  capable  of  proof.  In  tbe 
Home  Mlgaloo  flold  It  baa  been  do- 
■lonstratod  that  local  adjuatmonta  and 
co-operation  can  meet  the  c-asc  of  small 
communltlea.  In  the  Foreign  Field  the 
negotiating  ehurcboa  have  no  rolasions 
Id  tho  samS  territory  in  any  country 
— and  In  both  caaea,  considering  tbs 
diifloalUoa  that  woirid  emerge,  onloa 
would  do  harm   rather  than  good. 

(T)  Some  have  mentioned  tho  good 
results  that  flowed  from  the  amalgam- 
stion  or  union  of  four  Prosbytorlaa 
Ctaurchea  In  Canada  as  evidence  that 
tba  union  now  proposed  would  do  good, 
but  tbo  epa^  are  entlrbly  different. 
In  the  former  caao  the  churchea  ware 
already  pno  in  Creed  and  In  Polity, 
whila  In  tbe  preaont  caae  the  negotiat- 
ing ohurchea  are  different  In  Creed 
and  in  Polity,  as  well  as  hiatory  and 
tradltlona.  There  la  no  parallel  or  pre- 
cadsnt  In  hiatory  for  the  preaont  move- 
nest. 

(S)  But  tho  mention  of  that  Unloa 
of  Presbyterian  Cburchas  In  Canada  In 
1I7S  reminds  us  that  It  waa  accom- 
plished on  tbe  baala  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian standarda  of  the  Confession  of 
Faith  and  tbe  Larger  and  shorter  Cat- 
echlaina.  If  x^eae  are  set  aaldd  as 
proposed  In  tbe  union  new  before  tbe 
people,  the  ableat  lawyera  In  Canada 
tall  us  tbero  Will  bo  litigation  and 
strife  over  queatlona  of  property  and 
trust   funds. 

(9>  In  1905  the  Qeneral  Assembly 
doelsred  that  "a  union  of  the  churches 
to  bo  real  and  laatlng  must  carry  tha 
cenaant  of  tho  entire  mambership."  In 
1012  tbe  effort  was  made  to  aecure  that 
consent.  Only  87  per  cent  of  the  mera- 
borship  voted  In  favpr  of  union,  and 
17  per  cent  voted  In  opposition,  that 
Is  to  say,  40  per  cent  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  church  declined  to  express 
any  opinion. 

For  the  reaaons  above  stated,  among 
others,    wo    feel    that    no    other    course 


la  opsn  to  us   but   to  vote  against   the 

proposed  basla  of  union.

I  would  just  like  to  say  to  those  Into 
whoso  hands  that  literature  may  have 
come:  Do  not  be  misled  by  it.  In- 
stead, let  me  ask  them  to  read  tho 
only  authoritative  statement  made  by 
eur  church  In  the  documents  which 
have  been  printed  (and  which  will  be 
circulated)  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  In  Can- 
ada. In  these  documents  are  to  be 
found:  A  history  of  the  movement, 
two  statements  of  500  words  each  for 
and  against  union  and  a  copy  of  tho 
basis. 

I  would  also  like  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  our  people  to  certain  facts: 

(1)  The  union  vote  at  the  last  As- 
sembly   stood    CSS   for  and    74   against. 

(2)  There  .k  not  one  superintendent 
mlaalonary  and  not  one  principal  of 
our  colleges  whose  name  appears  In 
the   list   of  thoss   opposed   to   union. 

(S)  When  the  question  was  submit- 
ted to  the  people  In  1912.  the  vote 
stood,  70  per  cent  for  union  and  30 
per  cent  against. 

(4)  As  a  result  of  that  vote  many 
oppoaed  to  union  withdrew  their  op- 
position, and  two  of  thorn — a  leading 
layman,  J.  K.  MacDonald,  managing 
director  of  the  Confederation  Life,  and 
Rev.  John  Mackay,  U.D.,  principal  of 
Westminster  Mall,  said  that  vote 
changed  our  attitude  to  union. 

A  pamphlet  is  ^cing  widely  circu- 
lated In  Canada  and  in  this  city  (wfth- 
oul  any  authority  from  the  Presbyter- 
ian  Church)  called  the  Presbyterian 
Advocate.  One  would  ihtnk  to  read 
that  pamphlet '  that  union  Is  bc-lns 
pressed  by  a  few  hot-headed  Presbyter- 
ians. As  a  matter  of  fact,  union  is 
supported  by  an  overwhelming  major- 
ity of  the  loading  laymen,  minlstern, 
and  professors.  The  late  revered  I'rln. 
Wm.  Caven  Oelng  the  first  chairman 
of   the    Presbyterian    Union    Committee. 

It  Is  not  my  purpoue  to  go  into  the 
arguments  for  union:  but  1  do  think 
any  fair-minded  man  will  nUmIt  It 
would  mean  an  Immense  saving  In  men 
anil  money,  It  would  hn  a  relief  to 
minister."*  and  congregations  which 
were  not  getting  along  well  together, 
and  it  would  be  a  »tep  in  the  direc- 
tion of  our  Lord's  Prayer  that  we  may 
be   one. 

In  closing,  I  would  Just  ask  the 
Presbyterians  In  Victoria  to  look  at 
eur  own  suburbs,  where  we  are  begin- 
ning new  churches,  and  aak:  Would 
It  not  be  better  to  have  one  good  one 
Instead  of  two  which  will  iiave  to 
struggle  for  a  long  time  in  thexe  hard 
times?  As  a  matter  of  faft,  tho  peo- 
ple are  uniting  anyhow  and  the  chll. 
dren  are  going  to  the  same  Sunday 
school,  snd  the  heat  thing  for  the  min- 
isters to  do  is  to  enoourage  It. 

I  earnestly  pray  the  plain  Presby- 
terlan  people  will  not  Ilptcn  to  the 
bogey  cries  of  splitting  the  church, 
doing  away  with  the  eldership  and  such 
like.  These  cries  arc  the  proverbial 
•red  herring."  Let  u.i  help  along  the 
union  which  Is  In  the  atmosphere,  and 
will  come  some  day  anyhow.  Ood 
grant   It   may  come  m>on,

BRUIM  MTiNT 
OF  GENERAL  BOTHA 


Jan  Christian  Smuts,  Who 
Fought  Fiercely  Against 
Great  Britain,  and  is  No^ 
Her  Staunch  Friend. 


"Whatever  may  be  tba  future  of 
8outh  Africa.  It  will  probably  bs  mora 
affected  by  bim  than  by  any  other 
man."  Ten  yeara  ago  thoao  words 
were  written  by  one  of  South  Afrlca'a 
leading  publicists  concerning  Ueneral 
Jan  Christian  Smuts,  tbe  iron-willed 
Minister  of  Ftnanca  and  Defence  in 
the  Union  Oovemment,  and  every  day 
that  paaaca  makes  It  mora  evident  that 
their  writer  was  endowed  with  consid- 
erably   more    than    ordinary    prescience. 

It  la  an  open  aecret  that  the  Gov- 
ernment policy,  naver  more  clear- 
beaded  than  during  the  laat  year  of 
crisis.  Is  the  policy  of  tha  brilliant 
farmer's  aon  and  .Cambridge  graduate 
whom,  at  only  31,  astute  old  Paul 
Kruger,  made  bis  Attorney-General,  a 
policy,  however,  that  Is  tempered  by 
the  nmre  conciliatory  Botha,  than 
whom  none  appreciates  more  highly  the 
exceptional  glfta  of  hl^  leglalatlve  rlgbt 
band  and  close  peraonal   friend. 

Not  long  ago  tha  whole  world  rang 
with  the  phraaaa  of  the  stinging  letter 
in  which  Smuts,  who  fought  brilliantly 
against  the  British  in  the  Boer  war. 
and  once  was  suppoaed  to  represent  the 
Irreconcilable  Dutch  element,  heaped 
obloquy  on  the  °h«ad  of  Boyera,  who, 
commander-in-chief  of  tha  Union  De- 
fence Force,  resigned  his  command  ra- 
ther than  take  the  oftence  against  the 
Germans  In  southwest  Africa,  and  later 
aided  and  abetted  De  Wet  In  fomenting 
rebellion  against  the  Government  to 
whom    both    had    aworn   allegiance,   and 


who  naa  Just  paid  the  penalty  of  his 
treachery  with  his  life. 

The  warrior-parliamentarian,  who  is 
only  44  today,  1..  tall,  well  set-up  and 
uncommonly  handsome.  He  has  fair 
hair  a  high  forehead  and  ateel-blua 
eyes  that  mark  tbo  enthuslaat,  and  he 
wears  a  well-tended  mouatache  and  a 
short  beard  of  the  Vandyke  order. 
Though  hla  will  la  of  Iron,  he  Is  diplo- 
matic and  adroit  In  argument. 

Hla  father,  a  typical  Boer  and  a 
member  of  the  State  Assembly,  waa  a 
farmer  In  the  Malmsbury  district  of 
Cape  Colony,  and  the  boy  got  hla  flrst 
education  at  the  South  African  College, 
at  Stcllanbosch.  tbe  home  of  the  Toung 
Afrikander  party. 
t  Xslpod  by   CsoU  Shodas. 

■  Industrious,  ss  well  as  clover,  young 
Smuts  took  one  scholarship  after  an- 
other, and  by  ao  doing  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  man  of  the  hour.  Cecil 
Rhodes.  £ventually  Smuts  won  tha 
Porter  acholarsblp  which  would  have 
brought  him  to  ISngland,  but  almost 
immediately  after  he  did  ao  tbe  bank 
in  which  its  funds  were  Invested  failed. 
Then  Rhodes  stepped  in.  The  emplre- 
bulldcr  declared  that  a  lad  of  such 
remarkable  promise  ought  not  to  suf- 
fer on  this  account,  and  promptly  of- 
fered to  pay  Smuts'  expenses  during 
a  three  years'  course  of  study  In  St. 
John's  College,  Cambridge,  am  young 
Smuts  accepted  the  offer,  and  went 
to  England  forthwith.  At  Cambridge 
his  career  was  a  brilliant  one,  the 
young  student  capturing  the  gold  medal 
and  heading  the  list  of  both  parts  of 
the    Law   Tripos    of   1194. 

These  honors  won.  Smuts  retivne»l 
to  South  Africa,  where  he  soon  was 
made  a  member  of  the  Cape  bar,  and. 
Incidentally  married.  Mrs.  Smuts,  by 
tbe  bye  Was  and  is  still  as  brilliant  a 
classical  scholar  as  her  husband,  and  is 
said  to  be  generally  seen  with  a  baby 
under  one  arm  and  a  Greek  dictionary 
under  the  other.  Meanwhile  her  hus- 
band prospered  In  the  law  and  atlll 
enjoyed  the  patronage  of  Cecil  Rhodes, 
who  Intended  him  to  contest  the  safe 
seat  of  Klmberly,  but  then  came  the 
Jameson  raid,  which  ended  the  friend- 
ship between  the  colossus  and  his 
young  protege.  Smuts,  indeed,  became 
his  benefactor's  most  determined  foe, 
and  stumped  the  country  against  him, 
then  giving  evidence  for  the  first  rtme 
of  unuHual  power  as  an  orator.  Shortly 
atternard  he  went  to  Pretoria  to  prac- 
ttr-e  as  a  barrister,  where  he  soon 
gathered  a  practice,  and.  In  1S87  was 
iiiado  Htato  Attorney  by  Presldent-^Kru- 
ger.  in  succession  to  the  renowned  Doc- 
tor Coster.  At  this  lime,  it  Is  said,  he 
did  his  best  to  persuade  Oom  Paul  to 
grant  reforms. 

War  came,  however,  and  Smuts  went 
to  the  front  as  a  t^lmple  burgher,  but, 
like  most  of  the  Bosr  leaders,  dis- 
played such  Instinctive  military  ability 
that  he  rose  rapidly  in  rank,  and  waa 
a  gehcral  before  the  struggle  closed. 
The  brilliant  British  commander.  Gen- 
eral Ian  llamilton,  refers  to  him  In 
his  "Ktaff  Officer's  Scrap  Book"  as  "that 
extraordinarily  clever  young  man  Gen- 
eral Smuts,"  and.  Indeed,  Smuts  made 
both  hla  bravery  and  his  strategy  re- 
spected. A  successful  raid  Into  the 
western  district  of  Cape  Colony  made 
him  famous,  but  perhaps  his  most  brll- 
llsnt  action  was  fought  In  November, 
]»0I.  when,  .siirroundrd  by  the  British 
columns,  at  Elandd'  River  Poort,  he 
rushed  a  squadron  of  the  lith  Lancers 
and  fought  his  way  through  them. 
Later,  with  Botha,  ho  was  largelyy  In- 
strumental   In    preventing    the    destrur-

•-.      We    .made    away    down    wind    so 

that  he  would  get  hlH  height  l)efore 
we  engaged  him.  I  leaned  forward  to 
make  certain  that  the  machine  gun 
was  in  order. 

There  was  a  sizzling  noise  and  an 
odor  of  burning  ^cloth.  I  got  an  awful 
scare.  My  glove  was  burnt  almost 
through,  and  my  hand  felt  as  though 
I  was  grasping  a  red-hot  poker.  A 
draft  of  hot  air  almost  suffocated  me.
